The Ranah ſaid, that he could not ſend the two other papers 2s required, left they might be

Theſe were all the written proofs that the Marattas could produce to ms. They alledged, 5 


the nature of the agreement, which was executed only on one ſide, could not admit of more; and 


that a conſiderable difficulty had ariſen in clearing up the matter by circumſtantial evidence, as the 
negociation had been managed by Sewajee Ectual, and the ſervants hangs 12 and Girmajee, who 
had ſince eſpouſed the Ranah's cauſe, and were on that account at ſome degree of variance with 
Sindia. Though theſe proofs fall ſhort of what might have been expected, I have ſcarcely a doubt 
in my own bas, that a negociation took place between the Ranah and the Marattas, previous to the 
treaty of Col. Muir; and I even believe that he received a ſeparate agreement from Sindia, though 
it is plain that a counterpart was not executed by him.

The Ranah has indireMy alledged, though I know not with-what. ſincerity, that on my requiſi- 
tion he would deliver up the Forts of Lukar, &c. and ſettle the revenues of Binde. If fuch a 
requiſition were made, he might claim our interference in ſettling all his diſputes. If the Ranah 
was ſincerely deſirous of fulfilling this part of the treaty, he is doubtleſs informed of the articles, 
and might do it of himſelf, without any requiſition, but I believe he has made no ſuch propoſals to 
the Marattas; and though ſome of their pretenſions are ill-founded, yet, whilft the Ranah maintains 
poſſeſſion of the forts, they have a juſt right to uſe hoſtile meaſures againſt him: according to 
the late treaty the Ranah may deſerve to ſuffer for his conduct towards us, yet, in a political 
light, as his territories form a ſtrong barrier to our own, it ſeems not our intereſt that he. ſhould 
be entirely deſtroyed, but this is an event of which he appears to have no apprehenſion ;. except 
from the interference of the Engliſh, his. territories may be over-run, and laid waſte, by ſuperior 
numbers, but ſecure in his forts, he may bid deftance to the whole force of the Marratta's 
empire for a period of years; and whenever neceſſity compels them to withdraw their armies, he 
may eaſily recover all the open country. The Marattas themſelves, though they affect a high lan- 
e, and have even ſent for ſome battering cannon from the Fort of Belſah, are, I believe, fully 
ble of their inability to reduce the Ranah, or make a permanent conqueſt of any part of his 
territories. Both are apprehenſive of the interference of the Engliſh, and both gave out that they 
expected our aid. There is nothing ſo arduous which they think may not be atchieved by us; and 
it was recommended to Sindia, by ſome of his Counſellors, to aſk our aſſiſtance in the reduction of 
Gualier. But no propoſition of this kind has been as yet made to me. 1 


The anſwers which I have given are ſuch as leave us in a perfect ſtate of neutrality. To tlie 
Ranah I have declined interfering in his behalf, becauſe I have no authority from you; and becauſe, 
from apparent circumſtances, his diſputes with the Marattas are grounded on agreements with them 
foreign to the treaty with Colonel Muir; and to Sindia T have declined giving any advice, becauſe, 
though he has afforded grounds to ſuſpect that the Ranah has acted improperly towards us, yet the 
proofs he has produced are not ſuch as could juſtify me in taking a decided line, without the orders 
of my ſuperiors ; and, in the mean time, I have declared to both, that T muft leave them to ſettle 
their diſputes betwixt themſelves. | | f.. of ied 


The ſubſtantial part of theſe anſwers is framed exactly according to the letter of your orders; 
and the reaſons which I have aſſigned will, I hope, meet with your approbation—they are cal- 


culated both to, impreſs the Ranah and Sindia with a juſt ſenſe of our public faith, ſince they evi- 


dently imply that uncertainty alone induces us to ſtand neuter; and that a more clear convic- 


tion of the Ranah's fidelity or perfidy would have biaſſed us to take an active part either for or

The Vakeels from the Rana of Gohud have delivered in a narrative of his conduct; from- the 
arrival of Major Popham at Gohud to the contluſion of the peace with Scindia, ſhewing that the 
deficiencies imputed to the Rana originated in mutual jealouſies and differences of opinion between 
him and the commanders in ſucceſſion of the Engliſh detachment. This paper is intended as a 


juſtification of the Rana's conduct, unſatisfactory and inſufficient. 


The preſent object of the Rana is to obtain the affiſtance of a military force from this povern- 


ment, to repel the invaſion of Scindia z and for. ſuch aſſiſtance he offers an annual nazzuranch of 


four lacks of rupees, and the payment of the nazzuranch to take place from the arrival of the faid 
military force at Gowhund ; and the accounts of arrears due to Major Popham's detachment, from 
the Rana's 31, ooo Rs. and the Company's ſhare of the revenues. of Cummaur to be adjuſted. and

In order to ſave the Board all the trouble and difficulties which would neceſſarily ariſe 
from their entering into a detail of the buſineſs of the ſuperintendents, I think this duty

On examining the revenue accounts, I find that, of the preſent collectors, ſome have regularly 
realized their revenue, whilſt others have fallen conſiderably in balance. I do not mean at preſent 
to enquire whether thoſe gentlemen in the latter predicament have deſerved the Board's cenſure, or 
not ; becauſe, as few or none of them were permitted to make their own ſettlements, it may be 
alledged, that they were neither ſo much intereſted in realizing them, nor ſo well informed with 
reſpect to the circumſtances of the Zemindars and other landholders, as if they had themſelves 
ſettled the amount of the revenues. But in order that neither this plea nor any other may be made 
uſe of in future by the ſuperintendents, I am clearly of opinion, that the making of the ſettlements 
with the Zemindars and hereditary landholders, upon the principles already laid down, ſhould be 
left entirely to them. They need not be 77 rome confined to the rate of aſſeſſment mentioned in 
the firſt part of the plan, as this might be productive of hardſhip in ſome particular diſtricts, and 
of too great indulgence in others ; the medium collection of 1180-81 and 82, ought however to 
be taken for the baſis of all their ſettlement, and I do not doubt but an increaſe upon that jumma 
may in many places be obtained without fendering it in the leaſt oppreſſive to the inhabitants. The 
ſuperintendents however will be the beſt judges of the ability of their reſpective diſtrièts; and as

natural to ſuppoſe that a laudable emulation will ariſe in the ſervice, which cannot but be productive 
of the greateſt benefit to the Company. Nor muſt it be forgotten, that in times of exigency, 
Government will be able to depend much more for every kind of exertion upon European ſuper- 
intendents than they poſſibly could do upon the natives, who it is not to be ſuppoſed can be 
influenced by thoſe ties which muſt ever bind the ſervants of the Company, and ſubjects of Great 
Britain, to exert themſelves with vigour 'in promoting the general welfare of the Britiſh nation.

T HE Governor General delivers into the Board the following minute, and paper accompanying; 
on the plan for the collection of the revenue, recorded at the laſt meeting; and moves, That 
they be immediately circulated for the opinions of the Members of the Board: 
I have . and with the moſt liberal attention, the new bree which Mr. Stuart 
has propoſed for the collection and controul of the revenues, and which has been recorded on our 
laſt conſultations in this department. It would be a real ſatisfaction to me, to concur with Mr. 
Stuart in the propoſitions which he wiſhes. the Board to adopt: a readineſs to co- operate with my 
colleagues in every improvement which they may ſuggeſt in the general conduct or detail of public 
affairs, is, in my opinion, as deſirable a claim to approbation in my preſent ſituation, as the credit of 
introducing new plans, The object before us, as members of | this Government, is no leſs great, 
than the merit of attaining it LE be an equal credit to us all. That object is, in the firſt view of 
it, the immediate relief of the public diſtreſs, founded upon a permanency of ſyſtem in the great poli- 
tical line of our management. The reduction of our expences to the loweſt {tandard of ſafety, is the 
next conſideration : and the improvement of our revenues, on a ſyſtem of permanent production, with 
eaſe and convenience to the natives, is certainly a principal part of our public object; it might juſtly 
be called the primary duty of this Government; in this light I have always conſidered it; and from 
the time I became a member of the Government, I have endeavoured to inform myſelf fully and mi- 
nutely upon the ſubject of the revenues: I have looked, as far as our records could direct me, to the 
different modes of collecting, and adminiſtering the revenues; and I have attended particularly to the 
great changes which our revenue ſyſtem has occaſionally undergone: from the period of the Dewanny. 
The diſcuſſion which took place, on this important concern, between the late Governor General and 
Mr. Francis, ferm dhe tHoRe eee e eee part of our records: they patronized diffe- 
ent and oppoſite ſyſtems; and ſupported them reſpectively, not only with their own extraordinary 
abilities, but with the aid of the beſt information from the moſt experienced ſervants that ever were 
employed by the Company in the revenue line. From ſome of theſe ſervants J obtained memorials, 
3 their impartial ſentiments, founded upon long and real experience, and ſuggeſting to me, 
the beſt plans for realizing a full and permanent revenue from theſe provinces; making the ſecurity 
and happineſs of the natives the fundamental principal of the collection. I ſhall, with the permiſſion 
of the Board, take the liberty to record, in this place, one of the memorials to which I allude, and 
which has been in my poſſeſſion, as appears by the ſuperſcription upon it, from the 1 1 
1782 : J reteived it from Mr. Shore, who 1 ſo long at the head of the Committee of Reve- 
nue; I need not mention with what honour. to himſelf: the univerſal teſtimony which the voice of 
the natives, the repeated approbation of this Government, and the ſuperior eſteem of his fellow ſer- 
rants, bore to the merits of Mr. Shore, renders it unneceſſary for me to add the praiſe to which he 
was intitled, for his knowledge and integrity in the adminiſtration of the revenue. 
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| As the memorial 
mich he gave me was not meant for the public eye, but to give me a clear view of the ſubject, to 
forward the public advantage, the truths which he has ſtated. appear in their naked ſimplicity, and 
thereby convey a more forcible impreſſion than dreſs or arrangement could give them. In conſider- 
ing the W fn of the ſoil, and the revenue to be collected from them, he has been equally at- 
tentive to the character of the people, and their peculiar diſpoſitions and cuſtoms. I am afraid the 
picture which he draws, and the low ebb at which he ſtates the popular virtues of the Bengallys, 
re not fictitious repreſentations: but theſe ſhould not diſcourage the juſtice or the care of Govern- 
nent ; if the virtues of the Bengallys, as a nation or as tribes of men, are of an inferior ſtandard, 
tteir vices are not the moſt dangerous to the peace or order of ſociety; the more we are acquainted 
with their genius and manners, the more it becomes incumbent upon us to endeavour to make them 
uſeful and happy ſubjects; and if they are incapable of meriting and enjoying the freedom of Britiſh 
lays, let us endeavour to leave them the happineſs and ſecurity of their own inſtitutions unviolated. 
The progreſs which many of our ſervants have made in learning their language, and the tranſlations 
Wich we have obtained of their laws, together with the lights which we profeſs relative to the ad- 
mniſtration of their former Mahometan, rulers,. open to us a clear proſpect for accommodating our 
Wminion over theſe provinces to the happineſs of the people. In the courſe of a few years, I truſt, 
may be ſaid with truth, that the natives of Bengal are the happieſt ſubjects of any great ſtate in 
ada: in proportion as they are made happy; it is to be hoped, that their virtues as people, will ap- 
rar in a more engaging light. It was Mr. Shore's opinion, that much of their ſecurity and quiet 
Would depend on uniting the powers of the collector and magiſtrate in one deputation of authority.

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When I ſucceeded in February laſt to the charge of my preſent office, I laid it down as a general 
and neceſſary principle, to avoid innovation in the ſyſtem of Government, to endeavour to conduct 
the public affairs, in the train in which they had devolved upon me, rectifying, at the fame time, ſuch 
abuſes as could be remedied without any violence to eſtabliſhed arrangements; and it was only in 
the abolition of unneceſſary expences, and the reduction of uſeleſs offices, that I ventured to propoſe 
alterations, or to introduce new meaſures; without firſt ſubmitting them to the approbation of the 


Company. Many were my reaſons for preſcribing to myſelf” this line of conduct, and I communi. 


cated them freely and candidly to the Board, —Every change of ſyſtem in Government, and eſperi- 
ally in fo important a ſource of its exiſtenee as that of its revenue, is, in my opinion, to be avoided, 
excepting in extraordinary caſes: to attempt ſuch a change, the Government itſelf ought. to be

The inconveniencies and even evils of exiſting ſyſtems are always.obyious, 
and may be eafſih expoſed ; the advantages of any ſyſtem are never demonſtrable, but from experi- 
ence: diſadvantages may ariſe where they are leaſt apprehended ; and the moſt perfect inſtitutivns 
of legiſlation and policy are often found defective from tlie inexperience and rotation of agents. 


_ When it was firſt ſuggeſted at the Board to change the preſent ſyſtem of ears revenues, 
for ſeveral years back, ſtating the groſs jummah or ſettlement of each year, the charges collection, 
the nett revenue realized; and, the balance remaining uncollected. That account, from the year 
1772-3 to the year 1783-4, now lies upon the table; and I beg leave to ſubjoin it to this minute, 
with the explanations which accompany it. By that account it appears demonſtrably, that the 
amount of the groſs collections ſince the. inſtitution of the collections at the Preſidency. under the 
committee of revenue, has been annually greater by ſeveral lacks than the collection of any year

provements of the Committee's ſyſtem, and a ſtrong argument againſt innovation. It is, true, the 
account intituled, Charges of Collectien, has been greater fince the inſtitution of the Committee 
than it was formerly; it has riſen gradually ſince 1772-3, from 12 to 71,29,000 in 1783-43 
but when the particulars of which thoſe charges are compoſed, are diſplayed under their different 
heads, as in the account A. ſubjoined to this minute, it will appear that the increaſe might more | 
properly be called the encreaſing expences of Government, than the encreaſed expences of the col- 
lection of the revenue. It ſhould likewiſe be remembered, that in confequence of injunctions to the 
Committee at the commencement of out reforms in January laſt, they preſented to us a reduction of 
expence in their department, to the, amoumt of eight lacks of rupees per annum; and one of the 
principal ſources of reduction in our expenees, which has been held forth to the Company in or 
late letters from the ſecret department of inſpection and reduction, has proceeded from the proposed 
abolition of collectorſhips; the reverſe of the ſyſtem which is now preſented for our adoption- 


I am at the ſame time free to avow a predilection to the ſyſtem of collectorſhips, of about eight 
or ten lacks each; and I would wiſh to ſee every diſtrict of the Company's poſſeſnons, under the 
ſuperintendence of Company's covenanted feryants, converſant in the language and manners of the 
natives, and capable of collecting, without the intervention of a native agent or deputy, a fixed 
revenue for the Company, paid and collected by monthly inftalments, with eaſe to the ryot, and 
without a balance remaining unpaid of the juſt dues of ere could likewiſe wiſh to {ee 
the Committee of Revenue acting as a Committee of Controul over ſuch collectorſhips throughout 
all the provinces, and diveſted of 1 interference in the collection and management of the 
revenue, but that which might be neeeſſary in keeping the collectors to their duty, checking the! 
accounts, and receiving the appeals of the Zemindars and Ryots; and I ſhould be particularly 
happy to ſee the Committee in a capacity to execute theſe important duties, independent of the 
general agency and improper authority of a Native Dewan, or in plain Englifh, a Native Chancellot 
of Exchequer. But theſe are improvements and advantages in our revenue ſyſtem, which 1 am 
not ſanguine enough to look for from any ſudden or abrupt changes: they may be hoped fot in the 
progreſs of a regular, concerted, and deliberate chain of meaſures.

As we are in dail N ſuch diſpatches, and as To much of the 
preſent year has already elapſed, I think we ſhould, without further loſs of time, or diſcuſſion of leſs 
important points, inſtruct the Committee” of Revenue to make the ſettlements of the Huzzoory 
Diſtricts, or revemues collected at the Preſidency for the os * year, in the ſpirit of the Company 8 
orders, and according to the obvious intention of thoſe clauſes in the Act of Parliament whic 

provide for the intereſt of the Zemindars and Ryots. We ſhould, at the ſame time, - tranſmit to the 

Committee, Mr. Stuatt's plan, together with Mr. Shore's memorial, informing them, that we 

have it in contemplation to introduce the general ſyſtem recommended in both, whenever it can be 
brought forward without the dangers and difficulties incident to a ſudden change. of ſyſtem, and 
without claſhing wich inſtructions which may be ſoon expected from home. Should the majority of 
the Board differ with me in the preſent opinion, and not accede to it as my propoſition; ſhould t ey 


on the contrary, have ſuch an impreſſion of the defects of the prefent Aer or of the miſmanage- 
ment of it in any particular department or agent, as to think the introduction of a new ſyſtem, or of 
Mr. Stuart's plan in particular, immediately neceſſary; J hope they will devote their particular 
attention to the charge of the plan on which they may be pleaſed to reſolve ; though it cannot meet 
my approbation, it will certainly receive my utmoſt ſupport. I cannot, at the ſame time, be equally 
reſponſible for the iſſue at the end of the enſuing year.— Mr. Cowper, the acting Preſident of the 
Committee, in whoſe» abilities, activity, and integrity, I repoſe the moſt perfect confidence, aſſured 
me, on the 29th of laſt month, that of che Hu#zory Mahls or collections made at the Khalſa, there 
would be little or no balanoe this year, if the Committee were fully ſupported in realizing them. I am 
convinced the other members of the Committee will exert themſelves fully to diſcharge their duty, 
and do credit to the adminiſtration : and I beg leave to obſerve to the Board, that there is hardly any 
medium, between the moſt ample power and real reſponſibility, in a truſt ſuch as that, which we have 
delegated to the Committee of Revenue. The monthly rotation of the Controul, which Mr. Stuart 
ptopoſes for a Member of Council to execute, by fitting in the Thalſa as Comptroller of the Col- 
lections, would, I fear, ſerve only to weaken the efficient authority of the Committee, without in- 
troducing a more powerful check. The Controul muſt be permanent in one authority to be either 
elficient or reſponſible, and it requires the undivided attention of any one officer of Government. 
But upon what days of the week could this eontroul be exerciſed by any of the Members of Govern- 
ment individually? — there being public councils, at which the preſence of all the Members is 
neceſſary, except on Saturdays and Sundays.

The introduction of the Supreme Court of Judicature has largely contributed to the elevation 
of the natives, and to the depreſſion of Europeans.

groſs collections have been more by ſeveral lacks, during the time of the Committee, than at 
any former period; but if it be allowed, that the charges have been more than proportionably 
increaſed (Which 5 have been in conſequence of the ſyſtem now exiſting) a loſs no 
Jovernment by ſuch unneceſſary increaſe; from which there is no 
relief, but by a change of the meaſures which created it. The Governor General obſerves, 
that the increaſe in the article of charges collection, may more properly be called “ the increaſ- 
ing expences of Government, than the increaſed expence of collecting the revenue; but as I 
have ſhewn by my plan, that a ſaving can be made of 16 lacks of rupees, beſides providing in the 
moſt liberal manner for the collectors; I muſt” ſtill chin that the increaſe in the charges has pro- 
ceeded ſolely from the inſtitution of uſeleſs revenue eſtabliſnments: and ſuppoſing the additional 
allowances which I propoſed: for the collectors were not granted, the ſaving in that caſe by my plan, 
would be about 25 lacks per annum; a ſum very little ſhort of the total increaſe in the article of 
charges collection, which has gradually been accumulated ſince the year 1772, from rupees 
41,556,970. 18. 2. to rupees 71, 20,093. 14. 4. 1. as ſtated in the account accompanying the 
Governor General's minute. In judging of two ſyſtems, that which ſhall appear to be the 
moſt advantageous to Government, certainly deſerves the preference. That the old ſyſtem is there- 
fore beſt, appears from the follow¾ing account of tlie actual receipts into the Company's Treaſury 
years ſucceſſively, extracted from the papers delivered in by the Governor C 
dis. minute of the 18th May. In my plan, the net collections appear to be erroneouſly ſtated, 
owing to ſome overſight or. omiſſion; but this account, formed from official documents recently 


prepared, affords the moſt authentic information, and ſhews more clearly than the other account,

In a letter from the Honourable Governor General to the Board, dated 2 5th of Auguſt laſt, and 
of which the communication came to me from my late ſuperior at the Court of Oude, Mr. Jchn 


Briſtow, it is ſtated, that of the monies collected by this Gentleman during his late reſidency on 
the account of the Company, he had appropriated near fourteen lacks of rupees to the payment 
of expences hich were not incurred by your Government, and which had at no time received its 
ſanction: and further, that this ſum was Aiſcharged without the orders, or even the knowledge of 
the Vizier. In the account particulars of the amount declared to have been ſo appropriated, . I find 
included the allotted monthly expence of the reſident's office, or 25,000 rupees, It was from this 
fund that I received my allowance as firſt aſſiſtant to Mr. Briſtow ; but I received it, Gentlemen, 


under a conviction that it was equally known to the members of our Government, and to the Na- 


bob, and authorized by both. 


It is true that, however uninformed in this reſpect, 1 might yet have accepted ſuch allowance, when 


tendered to me by Mr. Briſtow, without any riſk of perſonal conſequences, the reſident being ſolely 


reſponſible for all diſburſements ; but I ſhould have ſcorned, when information was open to me, 
to have recurred to the plea of ignorance, in excuſe of a conduct, which, had it been adviſedly 
adopted, could admit of no juſtification, and which, in the retroſpect, promiſed no better conſola- 


tion than might be derived from the cheerleſs conſciouſneſs of undeſerved impunity : on the 
other hand, the ſalaries allowed to the aſſiſtants in the office of the laſt reſident at Oude, were al- 


ready of that public notoriety as made the aid of ſhift or ſubterfuge, either in the payment or ac- 
ceptance of them, could Gentlemen have ſtooped to ſuch practice, every way unneceſſary. To 
eſtabliſh this poſition, I conceive, with much deference, it will be only neceſſary to prove (which 
may be done by a ſimple reference) that from the period of the Chunar treaty, theſe allowances had 
been regularly received by the Gentlemen officiating as aſſiſtants to your reſident at the Vizier's 


court. This being the fact, ſuppoſing the Nabob's accounts to be open to his inſpection, it is not 
eaſy to divine by what accident, at the final adjuſtment of them with Mr. Briſtow's predeceſſor, 
the charge of 25,000 rupees per month ſhoyld have eſcaped the notice of his Highneſs. If, on the 


contrary, ſuch want of information is to be attributed to Hyder Beg Cawn, aſſuredly it muſt have 
been by very ſubtle management, that the miniſter could have . concealed a diſburſement: of this 
nature and extent ſo long, ſo completely, and, as it would ſeem, ſingly, from the knowledge 
and obſervation of his maſter, and of the Honourable the Governor General. Indeed his ſuccels 
in this reſpect muſt appear by ſo much the more wonderful, as it was a circumſtance familiarly 
known to Mr. Wheler, who, ſpeaking of his nephew, Mr. Trevor Wheler, as one of the afliftants 


to the reſident at the court of Oude, informed me; that as ſuch he received a falary of 5,000 * 


rupees per month. This verbal communication occurred at the time of my appointment to be 
firſt afſiſtant to, Mr. Briftow, and a very few days previous to my departure for Lucknow. The 
ſubject was afterwards renewed between us in a. correſpondence by letter; which written docu- 
ments, ſhould the Honourable Board deem it neceſſary, I ſhall moſt readily lay before them, nor am 
I the leaft apprehenſive that in ſo doing I ſhall incur the cenſure of one candid or honourable man, 
the ſingle object of this appeal being to vindicate my honour from a moſt ſerious charge, which, 
although it is directly exhibited againſt Mr. Briſtow alone, I am aware, from the ſituation in which 
I ſtood relatively to that Gentleman at Oude, may very warrantably be conſtrued as applying to me 
alſo, at leaſt, Gentlemen, ſuch conſtruction is poſſible—Thus to meet it, therefore, is only duty to my

I do not imagine that even a difference of 
opinion in ſuch caſes can produce any unpleaſant diſcuſſion; and I am ready, for my part, to give 
my opinion on each ſpecific charge, and to call on the accuſed for any further juſtification he may 
have to offer, where that given is objected to, or appears unſatisfaftory. V 
The ſubject of the batta, and the Vizier's claims for the profits upon it, or for unjuſt advantages 
taken under that head by the Reſident, is a ſubject which I confeſs myſelf not to underfland clearly, 
either in the nature of the claims advanced, or the preciſion of Mr. Briſtow's reaſoning upon that 
head. In general, I know, that all Collectors of Revenue, or their native agents, and all Diſburſers of 
large ſums of money, or their native agents, in this country, muſt have a profit upon the exchange r 
batta, where coins are of many different kinds, and of local, and often of arbitrary value. —A table 
of aſſay, aſcertaining from our mint the intrinſic value of each coin, and preſcribed by this Govern- 


groſs ſum of rupees that Mr. Briſtow acknowledges to have received and diſburſed from and in the 
Vizier's country, is, I think, very near the ſum which the Vizier admits him to have collected. 
The difference, is, if I remember, a few thouſand rupees.—If this collective ſum of money was 
diſburſed according to the aſſay table or batta ſtandard of Government, it is upon the receipt of it 
by a different ſtandard that illegal profits could be made. If the Vizier and his Miniſters knew our 
aſſay ſtandard, it occurs to me that they ought to have complained while Mr. Briſtow was 4 
Lucknow, and could be confronted with the Auriils who paid Mr. Briſtow their rents by an alfa;

Government to bring all rupees in the provinces into the coin of ſicca rupees at our mint, have not 


t ſucceeded ſo as to preclude the profits of a thouſand ſhroffs, and the currency of different rupees 
in every diſtrict. In our inveſtigations in Davy Sing's collections at Rungpore, the Devinvilla 
makes an extraordinary article, and ſhews. what a ſource of embarraſſment, profit, and oppreſ- 
fon the variable batta or rupees muſt occaſion, if there is no eſtabliſhed ſtandard. . 
On other grounds, this 8 about the batta conſtitutes a ſerious queſtion. Should it be found 
that Mr. Briſtow has truly made an immenſe profit by the batta, and that ſuch profit was even accu-

Whether it was the Vizier or his Miniſters, or the late or former Reſidents, by their own authority, 
that inſtituted theſe allowances, the Company have equal ground of alarm. 1 

For my own part, I declare, that though I knew generally that the Company's covenanted ſervants 
reſiding at Lucknow could not hve there on their Company's allowances of two or three hundred 
rupees a month; and though I heard of fortunes made by military and civil ſervants at Oude, 
yet I never knew before that there were ſpecific allowances of two, three, five, and ſix thouſand 
rupees per month granted to different Company's ſervants at Lucknow, nor that a lack of rupees 
a year was granted to the commanding officers of our brigades in Oude, beſides their Company's 
rb, in conſideration of their Bazars. As the ſervants are known who received theſe allow- 


ances, it would be eaſy to call upon them ſeparately, to learn by what authority they either claimed

But on ſuch ſubjects, as the Governor General has juſtly and generally obſerved, the temper ne- 
ceſſary to conduct our preſent more material concerns, and the attention which ought to be perhaps 
excluſively devoted to them, might be diſturbed; for the taſk of inveſtigating the advantages of in- 
dvidual ſervants can never be pleaſing, nor favourable to unanimity: beſides, great relative queſ-

It is a principle in law as well as juſtice, that the accuſers, as well as the accuſed, ſhould be in 
certain reſpects amenable to juſtice, if their accuſations are found unjuſt, vexatious, or originating 
from unfair motives. The Vizier and Hyder Beg Cawn may eaſily and at any time accuſe the 
Company's ſervants that are employed in Lucknow and in Oude; but ſhould their accuſations

I TH the reduction of the Company's expences, I anxiouſly wiſh to leſſen the expences to

aides to the Company's ſervants in your domjnions, unleſs I think ir for the Company's real ſervice 
that your Highneſs ſhould order any ſuch allowance in future, vr that you ſhould be pleaſed to 
continue any allowances that are now granted. I hope your Highneſs will not grant any, or con- 
tinue to order any to be paid, that are not recorded in the Company's accounts. 

In caſe I ſhould be of opinion, that ae 9 ſhould ſhew marks of your favour and gene- 
roſity to the Company's officers. and feryants; I ſhall mention the buſineſs to the Gentlemen . in 
Council, and your Highneſs's generoſity will then appear on the Company's books; for it is fit that

this Government, preſs irreſiſtibly for the adoption of the meaſures which I have recommended to 
the Vizier.

Mr. Haſtings united with us heartily in the general ſyſtem of retrenchments before his departure. 
We are now carrying reſolutions adopted in Council with him into practical effect; and it will be 


neceſſary to inform the Company's ſervants at Lucknow, that they are not to remain excluded from 


the effects of a general ſyſtem of ceconomy and retrenchment : what they receive from the Vizier 
is in fact received from the Company, while he is ſo much in arrears to them. Mr. Wombwell will 
be directed to lay before the Board, bona fide, all the allowances that are paid to the Company's 
ſervants, of whatever deſcription, within the Vizier's dominions, from the Vizier's Treaſury, or from 
the Company's paymaſters. Your own allowances, as the late Governor General's agent at 
Lucknow, ſhould be mentioned with the reſt. The Vizier, I ſuppoſe, finds you a houſe and fer. 
vants. Theſe particulars I would not mention, but on the principle that, when real reforms are un- 


dertaken, they ſhould begin with the conductors of theſe reforms. You will underſtand that I have 


ſhewn the example in my own family; yet I claim not any comparative merit in this meaſure; m 
predeceſſor: had not the opportunity that was offered to me, nor was the public diſtreſs ever ſo —

Mr. Haſtings having aſcertained my diſtreſſed-ſituation, told me, that 
after his arrival in Calcutta, he would conſult with the Council, and remove from hence the expences | 
of the Gentlemen, and recall every perſon, except the Gentlemen in office here. At this time, that 
all the concerns are dependent upon you, and you have in every point. given eaſe to my mind, ac. 
cording to Mr. Haſtings's agreement, I hope that the expences of the Gentlemen may be removed 
from them, and that you may recall every perſon reſiding here beyond the Gentlemen in office. 1 
though Major Palmer does not at this time demand any thing for the Gentlemen, and I have no 
ability to give them any thing; yet the cuſtom of the Engliſh Gentlemen is, when they remain 
here, they will in the end aſk for ſomething.

The Governor General obſerved, on propoſing this regulation, that as in redreſſing the injury done 
w the Nawaub it might deprive the Commanding Officers of a long-eſtabliſhed, and under juſt re-

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rant a monthly gratuity in compenſation for the emoluments thus taken from the Commanding

The general order was agreed to and iſſued, and the Governor General was requeſted to inform 
the Vizier of the regulations contained in it, and urge him to grant ſuch a'gratuity, in lieu of the 
emoluments taken from the Commanding Officers, as he and Mr. Middleton might mutually agree 
upon as equitable, the ſame being previouſly ſubmitted to the Board for their approval. 


It appears by a letter from Mr. Middleton, dated the 13th April, and recorded in conſultation

All the officers ſtationed with the brigade at Cawnpore, Futty Ghurr, Darunghur, and Furruck- 
abad, and other places, write perwannas, and gave poſitiye orders to the aumils of all thele places 
reſpeQing the grain, and from which conduct the whole country will become depopulated, I am 
| hopeful from your friendſhip, that you will write to all theſe Gentlemen, not to iſſue orders, &c. to 
the aumils, and not to ſend troops into the mahals of the Sirkar ; and for whatever quantity of grain, 
dc. they may want, they will inform me and the Reſident, and we will write it to the aumils, who 
ſhall cauſe it to be ſent them every month, and I will dedu& the price of them from the Tuncahs ; 
tis will be agreeable both to me and the Ryotts. On 0 pl . 


From the Nabob Visier to Rajah Gobind Ram. 


I ſome time ago wrote you the particulars of the conduct of the officers, and now write them 
again. The officers and Gentlemen who are at Cawnpore, Futty Ghurr, and Darunghur, and 
other places, by different means act very tyrannically and oppreſſively towards the aumils and ryotts, 
and inhabitants; and to thoſe who. require a duſtuck, they give it with their own ſeals affixed, and 
ſend for the aumils, and puniſh them, if they ſay any thing; the Gentlemen make uſe of but two 
words —one that is for the brigade ; and the ſecond hat is to adminiſter juſtice. The particulars of 

it are theſe, that the Bepparies will bring their grain from all quarters, and ſell for their livelihood. 
There is at preſent no war to occaſion a neceſſity for ſending for it. If none comes, whatever 
quantity will be Pers every month, I will mention to the aumils, that they may bring it for 
ſale ; but there is no deficiency of grain. The Gentlemen have eſtabliſhed gunges for their own 
advantage, called Colonel Gunge, at Daranghur, Futt Ghurr, &c. The collections of the cuſtoms 
from all quarters they have ſtopped, and collect them at their own gunges; each gunge is rented 
out at 30,000 or 40, ooo rupees, and the collections paid to the Gentlemen; they have eſtabliſhed 
gunges where there never were any, and where there were, thoſe they have aboliſhed. 30,000 or 
40,000 rupees is the ſum they are rented at; the collections, to the amount of a lack of rupees, 
ae ſtopped. Major Briſcoe, who is at Daranghur, has eſtabliſhed a gunge, which is rented out for 
45,000 rupees, and has ſtopped the gauts round about the Bipparies ; and merchants coming from 
Caſhmere, from Setianabad, and bringing ſhawls, and other goods and ſpices, &c. from all quarters, 
he orders to his gunge, and collects the duties from the aumils, gives them a chit and a guard, who 
conducts theſe about 500 coſs. The former duties are not collected. From this anal, at Cawn- 
pore, Futty Ghurr, Furrikabad, &c. the duties from the Zilla of Gora and Itchawa are deſtroyed, 
and occaſions a loſs of three lacks of rupees ; and the loſſes which are ſuſtained in Furrukabad, may 
be aſcertained by the Nabob Mozutter Jung, to whom complaints are every day made: excluſive 
of the aumils and collectors, others lodge complaints. Whatever I do, I delire no benefit from it. 
| am remedileſs, and ſilent from what happens to me. I know that worſe will happen in other 
places, The ſecond word I know is from their mouth only: this is the caſe. In this country 
formerly, and even now, whatever is to be received or paid amomg the Zemindars, Ryotts, and in- 
habitants of the cities, and poor people, neither thoſe who can pay, or thoſe who cannot, ever make 
any excuſe to the ſhroffs; but when they would pay, they did. In old debts of fifty years, whoever 
complain to the Gentlemen, they agree hat they ſhall pay 4, and ſend duſtucks and 4 Kg to all the 
aumils, the chowdries, and canoonges, and inhabitants of all the towns; they fend for every body 
to do them juſtice, confine them, and ſay they will ſettle the buſineſs. So many and numerous are 
theſe caſualties, that I know not how much room it will take up to mention them. Mr. Briſcoe 
i; at Darunghur, and the complaints of the aumils arrive daily. TI am filent now Mr. Middleton is 
coming here ; let the Nabob appoint him for the ſettling all thoſe affairs, that whatever he ſhall 
order thoſe Gentlemen, they will do.

1 HAVE received your letter, requeſting leave for a battalion to be raiſed by Captain Clarke, 
on the ſame footing as Major Oſborne's was, agreeable to the requeſts and complaints of Iſhmael 
Beg, the Aumil of Illahabad, and in compliance with the directions of the Council. Vou are well 
acquainted with the particulars and negociation of Iſhmael Beg's, and the nature of Mr. Oſborne's 
battalions. At the beginning of the year 1186 (1779) the affairs of Illahabad were given oh 4 
leaſe of 3 years to Iſhmael Beg, together with the purgunnahs Arreel and Parra; and 1 gave orderg 
for troops to be ſtationed and raiſed conformable to his requeſt.

pieces of ordnance, viz. two twelve pounders, ten fix pounders, and two howitzers ; part of which 
is to be tranſported by water from Dinapore, and the remainder to be ſupplied from the Chunar 
magazine, as alſo all the ammunition and ſtores neceſſary for the ſervicſge. 


The diſpoſition of the regiments under Colonel Blair will not allow me to withdraw any from his

An attention to the healths of the Europeans induced me to order up the company of Artillery 
by water to Benares; at this ſeaſon of the year they would, in a country entirely overflowed, be 
expoſed to ſevere diſtreſſes and inconveniences, which might be productive of fatal conſequences to 
many of them; and I fear that, even after their arrival at that city, they will be liable to ſuffer 
much from a march, as the rains will ſcarcely be over; in which caſe it may be prudent to let them 
continue on board the boats as far as Fllahabad, to which place I ſhall direct all the ordnance and 
ſtores to be conveyed by water, as well for their own preſervation, as for the convenience of carriage. 


I underſtand, though not from official information, that Almaſs Alli Khan has returned to the 
Doab, under certain conditions ſtipulated between him, the Vizier, and the Reſident ; in which

The contentions and party diſputes which have prevailed at the court of Delhy, ſince the death 
of the late Nabob Nudjiff Cawn, ſeem now to be taking a decided turn in favour of Mirza Shuffee 
Cawn, whoſe pretenſions to the chief rule in the adminiſtration, although ern and ſecretly 4 
eſpouſed by the King, have hitherto met with violent and ſucceſsful oppoſition from Afraſaib Can 4 
but the latter having a few days ago found it expedient to move with the main body of his army 
acroſs the Jumma, for the defence of his own poſſeſſions, againſt the threatened attacks of Mahomed 
Beg Cawn Amdiny, who is joined by the + party, Mirza Shuffee Cawn availed himfelf of 
this conjuncture, to attempt by force the effectual eſtabliſhment of his authority at the capital. 
| Accordingly, on the 11th inſtant, he marched his whole army into the town, ſeized upon the principal 
gates and avenues, ſurrounded the houſes of Mudjud ul Dowlah, the Dewan, Nudjiff Cooley Can, 
and Lutafaut Ally Cawn, all of whom were united in the combination againſt him, and ſecured the 
perſon of the former, as he has alſo probably, by this time, that of Nudjiff Cooley Cawn, who had, 
when my laſt intelligence was diſpatched, loſt all his artillery, ſeveral of his principal Sirdars, and 
was reduced, as a laſt reſource, to the neceſſity of defending himſelf with muſquetry only, within 
the walls of his private habitation. The capture of his perſon will leave Mirza Shuffee Cawn without 
any competitor upon the ſpot capable of oppoſing him, and enable him immediately to turn his 
whole force, in conjunction with Mahomed Beg Khan, againſt Afraſaib and his party, with the faireſt 
proſpect of ſucceſs. | e e r 


There can, I apprehend, be no doubt but his Majeſty, upon this turn of affairs, will chearfully and 
openly acquieſce in the demands of Mirza Shuffee Cawn, which it appears have never extended be- 
yond the inveſtiture of ſuch offices as he is univerſally allowed to have had indiſputable claim to, upon 
the death of Nudjiff Cawn; and as he is a perſon attached, both from ties of conſanguinity and incli- 
nation, to the Vizier's Government, as well as the firſt in rank and credit among the remaining 
Chiefs of the empire, I preſume the Honourable Board will conſider his riſing influence as a favourable 
incident to the political intereſts of the Company, being well aſſured that the ſmalleſt encourage. 
ment given to this Chief, were it to conſiſt only in an acknowledgment of his title to the 
aſcendancy he has acquired, with the bare name of our ſupport, would ſecure his attachment to the 
mutual intereſts of our own and the Vizier's Government; and render him not only a powerful bar- 
rier to theſe provinces, but a moſt uſeful partizan, ſhould motives of neceſſity or expedience at any 
future period induce your Honourable Board to extend your views beyond the limits to which they 
are at preſent confined.

I could not, with propriety, have taken ſo deciſiye a 
line in this buſineſs at an earlier period, as the Nabob and Minifters returning to the capital fo late 
as the month of October, found themſelves obliged to continue the aumils already in employ in 
their reſpective truſts, on riſk, by new appointments at that advanced ſeaſon, the loſs of the Whole 
collections on the kereef or firſt crop, which amounts to 2-5ths of the annual revenue; and the 
ſame circumſtance involved the neceflity of leaving their agreements nearly in the ſame form in 
which they ſtood the preceding year. Hence it became difficult and dangerous to take any imme- 
diate ſteps for the introduction of the Governor General's arrangements, beyond laying the foun- 
dation of a future reform, which was duly attended to; and theſe I can now curely. build upon;

I do not learn, that the Seiks have any deſign of invading Rohilcund in a formal manner, though 
Zabta Than is always carrying on a correſpondence with them to that end. But I have received 
accounts very lately of one of Zabta Khan's ſons going to Fyzoola Khan at Rampore, who is now 
entertaining troops in his own country, and encreaſing their number greatly above what he uſually 
kept up. His intentions I am not yet acquainted with, but expect to hear about them very ſoon, 
h I am not inclined to believe he intends to make a rupture with the Vizier; and now that 
Mirza Shuffey Khan has ſucceeded to the titles, offices, and power, N the late Nudjiff Cawn, 
I am ready to believe, that the Seiks will not make any irruptions into the V izier's territories, as he 
is amicably inclined to the Vizier, and the Seiks are kept in awe by him.

I have ever been deſirous of keeping the troops under my command collected as much as poſſible,

Early in the morning, Mirza Shuffi Khan was reviewing his battalions and artillery that were at 
exerciſe on the Reti or Sandy Plain on the Jamna Side. The King hearing of it, ſent one of 
| his attendants to ſignify to him that he offered up his prayers for him; which mark of honour 
Mirza Shuffi alighted from his elephant to receive with the due and profoundeſt reverence. Soon 
after the King was informed, that a Mr. Pool, Powel, or Fowles, an European, who commands 
ſeveral battalions there, had poſted his troops at the different gates of the fort, in which the 
Royal Palace ſtands, and had ſhut them to prevent any perſon from going out or in; the principal 
avenues of the city were alſo ſecured by Mr. Pool, and Lutafat Ally Cawn's troops, to prevent 
any body from eſcaping. "Theſe two ſent a meſlage to his Majeſty, adviſing him to repair im- 
mediately to the Jameh Muzjed, or a large moſque, juſt without the wall of the fort; to this he 
objected, till they would ſwear ſolemnly on the Koran to be faithful and true to him, and to fix their 
ſeals on the book, which they accordingly did, and ſent it to him; upon feceiving it, he ordered 
a proclamation to be made immediately through the city, directing all ſuch as were adherents to 
Mirza Shuffi to quit Delhi forthwith, and all thoſe who choſe to follow the royal banners to repair 
to them immediately. The King then mounted a tukht howadar, or kind of portable throne, 
and proceeded towards the Jameh Muzjed; when he got without the fort gate, he mounted an 
elephant, taking his eldeſt ſon Mirza Jewan Bukht, in the khuwaſſe, with him. They were met 
by Mr. Pool, Lutafat Ali Khan, Aſhoor Ali Khan, and Gunga Ram, each of whom offered his

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Nazar, which the King accepted, and directed them to go to the Jameh Muzjed, and he ſhould be 
there himſelf ſoon after them, in order to hold a conſultation on the preſent critical ſtate of 
affairs. About nine o'clock he arrived there, and was informed, that Mirza Shuffi Khan, 
Mudjed ul Dowlah, Shewa Ram, and Mendhi Kooli Khan, with ſome other principal men, had 
retired to the camp, which was pitched on the ſandy plain, or reti: upon which he declared, that 
it was highly expedient to pröceed to puniſh them, without 16ſs of time, as notorious offenders. 
Soon after freſh information was brought, that Mirza Shuffi, and the principal officers. who con- 
tinued of his party, and had followed him to camp, upon arriving there, found the troops exceed- 
ingly diſaffected and incenſed a ainſt them. Therefore, concluding it was very unſafe to truſt 


themſelves with them, moved off expeditiouſly to the Jamna ſide, attended by about 300 horſe only, 
and they crofled the river on horſeback. _ 2 e 


About noon all the Toorani Rifalchdars, and moſt of the principal officers of Mirza's Shuffi's 
army repaired to the King's banners at the 2 Muzjed, in conſequence of the proclamation, 


and expreſſed their entire devotion to his Majeſty, and ſervice and obedience to his mandates. 


He, in return, encouraged them with liberal promiſes, and gave orders to Mr. Pool and Lutafat 
Ali Khan to go'and fetch Nudjif Kooli Khin, who was confined in Mudjed ul Dowlah's houſe, at 
the inſtigatiori of the late Nudjif Kooli Khan's ſiſter, to whom the King ſent a meſſage, aſſuring 
her that ſhe ſhould not receive the leaſt diſturbance, and deſiring her to make herſelf eaſy on this 
occaſion. When Nudjif Kooli Khan was conducted into the King's preſence, he proſtrated himſelf, 
and promiſed to be for ever devoted to his ſervice and commands, then he received many marks and

About three o'clock in the afternoon, intelligence was- brought of Mirza Shuff, and his few 
followers, having taken the rout of Fuzzeedabad, which is about 8 coſs from Delhi, on the road to 


Agra.

During the faſt 
year Mirza Shuffee Cawn was employed againſt them. He defeated them in ſeveral ſkirmiſhes; and

Cawn, When Mirza formed views of ſucceeding in the controul of the Court of Delhy, he 
withdrew his army from the frontier, which thus became again expoſed. to the depredations of the 
Seiks.

gumerous bodies of Seiks which were collected together, ſuggeſting his ſuſpicion of their intentions, 
and warning of the danger that might attend the Viaier's dominions, by his abſence. Khanja Ain 5 
ul Deen repreſented the matter to the Viaier; and having excuſed himſelf from attending at Lucknow, 
afterwards marched to Daranagut.

Khanja Ain ul Deen alſo ſends intelligence, of his having been informed, in a letter addreſſed to 
him by Currem Sing, one of the Seik Chiefs, that Imaum Sing, an apoſtate from the Muſſulman 
fith, who formerly ſerved under him, had inſpired the Seiks with reſpect for his character. 
He invites Caja Ain ul Deen to a friendly correſpondence, and propoſes an interview, having ſecrets 
to communicate; which cannot with ſafety be tranſmitted by letter. He requeſts a confidential 
agent ſhould be deputed ta the Seiks; and they on their parts would ſend one to him. He concludes, 
by informing Thanja Ain ul Deen, that they have collected a body of twenty thouſand troops, and 
adviſes him to affiſt in the execution of their deſigns; to which, by common report, he is not difin- 
clined : but on this head I cannot ſpeak with any certainty. 6 


The Sciks have plundered ſome diſtricts on the other ſide of the Ganges, in the dominlons of 


| the King. They are now collected near Hardwam. 


The province of Rohilcund is at this juncture unfortunately expoſed to other bad conſequences, 
beſide what may ariſe from alarms created by the vicinity of ſo large a body of Seiks. Khaja Ain 
ul Deen, the Phouzdar, poſſeſſes the ſame independent ſpirit that actuated Ulmas Ali Khan. He 
is not entruſted with the charge of ſuch extenſive diſtricts, nor is he deemed a man of equal abilities, 
and the troops entertained by his oum authority are fewer in number. His conduct during the 
lefection of Almaſs Ali Khan appeared very ſuſpicious; but he never was guilty of avowedly with- 
drawing himfelf from the Vizier's authority. e 8 


The revenues of Rohilcund may altogether produce ſixty lacks of rupees, fiſty- two of which are 
under the charge of Khauja ul Deen; the remaining eight were formerly granted, in Jagheer and 
ſaydaad, to Lutefat Ally Cawn, for the ſupport of his embaſſy, and the troops under his command, 
ſtationed at the Court of Dei. When Lutafut's employments were taken from him, he received 
directions to order his troops to return to the Vizier's dominions: part were ſent, but he kept the 
guns which were attached to them in his own poſſeſſion. The Jagheer and Jaydaad were of courſe 
refed, and in the beginning of this year entruſted to the management of Mirza Mahomed Cauzim. 
When L took charge of the Reſidency, the province of Rohilcund was in the ſtate I now repreſent 
to you. CThauja Ain ul Deen, who wiſhed to be ſole Phouſdar, had engaged the acting Miniſter to 
ſupport his views; and it was even propoſed to me, to recommend it to the Vizier to give him the 
Jaghevr and Jaydaad bf Lutafat Ah Than. I objected to the meaſure, thinking him already too 
powerful, and that his conduct had otherwife rendered him unworthy of the favour of the Vizier.

charge. The motives which influenced my conduct towards Almaſs Ali Cawn apply equally to 


the cauſe of Khauja Ain ul Deen. The neighbourhood of a numerous body of Seiks read to 


enter the country, the ſuppoſed diſaffection of Fyzula Cawn, and the {rower of Zebita Cawn 
Zier, conſpire” to create in 
my opinion inſuperable difficulties to the attempting vigorous meaſures until the revenues of the 


. preſent year ſhall be ſecured. By what I can learn of Fyzula Cawn, he is a man of a timid 


diſpoſition, and not likely to take an active part in the oppoſition to the Vizier, unleſs driven to 
it by ill uſage, or excited by a certain proſpect of paſſing with impunity. ' His countrymen would, 
in all probability, ſupport him with zeal and courage, as I believe the generality of them to be 
"difaffefted to the Vizier and the Engliſh. Fyzula Cawn, though a bad ſoldier, has proved himſelf 


a good Aumil, having, it is ſuppoſed, in the courſe of a few years at leaſt doubled the population 
and revenue of his country. Zabita Cawn will, I believe, be very ready, when able to take the

| ſtrength, which may render their operations formidable. They act under ſeparate Chiefs, and are 


of courſe unſteady in the execution of their plans : their numbers cannot be above half what Kauja 


Ain ul Deen's intelligence ſtates; and I think, ſhould he have taken the precautions he ſays he has 


done, of guarding the Gauts, little will be to be apprehended from them. | 
From the ſtatements furniſhed me by the acting Miniſter, there ought to be three thouſand 


matchlock men, four battalions of Sepoys, and above fifteen hundred cavalry ſtationed in the whole 
of the province of Rohilcund, beſides two thouſand men which Khauja Ain ul Deen informs the 


Vizier he has entertained above the eſtabliſhment, in conſequence of the number of Seiks collected 
on the frontiers. Should it be neceſſary to ſend reinforcements there, they muſt conſiſt either of the 
Honourable Company's troops, or of thoſe of his Excellency's ſtationed at this place, none can be 
ſpared from the interior parts of the country. The Vizier has about one thouſand cavalry, diſciplined 
and armed after the European manner, now at Lucknow ; and he has it in agitation to detach this 


corps to Rohilcund, judging it the fitteſt for the ſervice that is likely to occur. 


I do not recommend the march of any of the Honourable Company's troops either to ſupport or 


awe Khauja Ain ul Deen, becauſe I think it neceſſary firſt to ſubmit to your conſideration a particular 


ſtatement of the Vizier's dominions. I am ſorry to ſay, I find myſelf diſappointed in my expectation 
of tranſmitting it with that expedition I could have wiſhed. _ I think it very poſſible, on a review | 


of the ſtatement of the Vizier's Mootayana, and the weakneſs of his government, that you will 


not think it expedient to detach any of the Honourable Company's troops to ſo great a diſtance 


from your own frontiers as the province of Rohilcund. Khauja Ain ul Deen has correſponded with 


and tranſmitted to me information of his proceedings: J have endeavoured to give him confidence 


in our government, and ſtrongly recommended his uniting with Mirza Mahomed Cauzim.' 


1 beg leave to inform you that Almaſs Ali Cawn has left this place to go to Coder Cote, intend- 
ing to croſs the Jumna, and attack the fort of Commeit, which belongs to the Vizier; but the 
Zemindar has, in conſequence of the general confuſion, eſtabliſhed his * e for the preſent. 


Almaſs Ali Cawn profeſſed obedience at his departure, and I have ſince had no intelligence of his 


proceedings.

Though, in conformity to the orders of the Court of Directors, it was reſolved by the Board, that 
Colonel Sir John — ſhould command at Futty Ghur, independent of the authority of Co- 
lonel Morgan; yet it was doubtleſs their intention, that in caſes of invaſion or general commotion, - 
all the troops of the Upper : Provinces ſhould act in conjunction, or ſeparately, as circumſtances 
ſhould require, under the direction of the ſuperior officer. But as the inſtructions given to Colonel 
Sir apy Cumming are altogether ſilent upon this point, I find myſelf under the neceſſity of re- 
queſting that the Board will be pleaſed to point out how far, and on what occaſions, Colonel Morgan 
may ſend orders to and command the aſſiſtance of Colonel Sir John Cumming ; for were this 
matter left to the judgment of the parties concerned, altercations might probably enſue, which in 


their conſequences might prove highly prejudicial to the ſervice. 
I muſt beg leave to explain to the Board on what occaſion the letter alluded to by Colonel Morgan, 
reſpecting returns being made to him of all the troops within the limits of the Vizier's dominions 
was written by me. Colonel Blair ſome time ago, upon the requiſition of the Reſident at the 
 Vizier's court, detached a battalion of Sepoys from Chunar to Illahabad, and another to Sahlone ; 
the officer in command of the former omitted, on his arrival within the diftrits of the Nabob, 
to ſend information thereof to Colonel Morgan, and declined complying with an order for a return 
of his detachment. The matter being referred for my deciſion, I gave the opinion which Colonel 
Morgan has quoted; for though the Board might think proper to place Colonel Sir John Cumming, 
independent of Colonel Morgan, I could not conceive it to be. their intention that any other troops 
in the Vizier's dominions ſhould be free from his authority. 55 6

In ſhort, my dear Sir, it is a matter of ſuch immediate moment, and 
involving apparently ſuch very ſerious and important conſequences, that I have not only taken upon 
me to ſuſpend the communication of it to the Nabob, until I ſhould be honoured: with your furthes 
commands, but have alſo ventured to write the encloſed letter to Colonel Morgan—Liberties which 
I confidently truſt you will excuſe, when you conſider that I can be actuated by no other motive than 
4 zeal for the public ſervice ; and that if, after all, you determine that the meaſure ſhould be inſiſted 
on, it will be only the loſs of fix, or at moſt eight days, in propoſing it. But, in the laſt event, I 
earneſtly entreat your orders may be explicit and poſitive, that I may clearly know what lengths you 
would wiſh. me to proceed, in carrying them into execution.

I have the honour to inform that, in conſequence of ſome miſmanagement having again in- 
truded in the mint of TIDY have been under the neceſſity of appointing a Sezaual on my own 
behalf to check and examine every rupee that may be iſſued from it. 


I hope this unavoidable interference with the Vizier's officers will meet your approbation ; as the

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In order to complete the check you have directed over the Mooteynah, and their payment, I have 
been neceſſitated to appoint an Aumeen to receive and remit to me the collections of Letafut 
Cawn's Jaidads, the net amount of which I have pledged myſelf to ſend to him; and, to prevent 
the miſappropriation of theſe funds, which he heretofore ſo notoriouſly was guilty of, I have appointed 


a Muſter Maſter and Pay Maſter to his corps at Dehly. 


The perſon I have choſen for this duty is Cazem Ally Cawn, whoſe abilities muſt be known 
to you when formerly employed in Pani as Phouſdar of Houghly ; I therefore hope this ſtep will 
alſo meet with your Kanction. Since the above arrangement was adopted, I have learned from cer. 
tain intelligence, that Letafut Ally Cawa has entered into the pay of es of Cawn, from whom he 
has received jaidads for the maintenance of his troops. It of courſe follows, that the Vizier can 
no longer retain them in his pay and ſervice ; upon which J have this moment received a meſſage 
from the Nabob, but have waved a reply until I ſhould receive your anſwer to the following 


queſtion,

The firſt has been fully effected by the complete payment of all arrears, and the march of the tem- 


porary and cavalry brigade into the provinces. 


Nothing remains but the return, or adjuſtment, of the value of the ſtores furniſhed by the Nabob 
When the temporary brigade was firſt eſtabliſhed; of which only nine pieces of field artillery have 


yet been returned by Colonel Morgan. The incloſed is a letter from the Nabob upon the ſubject. 


Mr. Wombwell's office has been fully paid off and diſcharged, and all the arms and ſtores of the 
different corps delivered to the Nabob, and aſſets for the payment of the extra regiment ſtationed at 
Lucknow included in the aſſignment for the current year.

The ſecond article relates to the reſumption of the jaghire lands. This has been fully effected.

integrity, diligence, and abilities, which are univerſally known, and no leſs on the ſame qualities 
of Mr. Middleton, that I departed with a mind perfectly at eaſe, expecting that order would be 
reſtored to the Nabob's affairs, capable and truſt-worthy Aumils appointed to the ſuperintend- 
ence of the diſtrifts, the forces duly ſtationed for the ſecurity of peace and the confirmation of 
the authority of the Sirkar, and that the paſt and growing debt of the Company would be com- 
plete! diſcharged in the courſe of the year, and that I ſhould, receive the thanks of the Nabob, 


or aſter, for the effects of my ſolicitude for the ſu

I had yeſterday the honour of informing you of the meſſage I ſent to the Nabob through the 
Miniſter, reſpecting the Jagheers, to which his Excellency this morning returned me a reply, pur. 
porting, that if the meaſure propoſed was intended to procure the payment of his balance due to the 
Company, he could better and more expeditiouſly effect that object, by taking from his mother 
what ſhe is very able to ſpare, and what he has an undoubted right, as he conceives, to exact from 
her. The preſent debt to the Company, as he with truth obſerves, is a great part handed down 
from his father ; and the funds from which he might have been enabled to liquidate it, it is notorious, 
were withheld from him by the Begum, on the late Nabob's death. That according to the lays of 
the Koran, and the invariable . nt of the country, he is juſtly entitled to the whole eftate and 
treaſures of his father, and could legally demand their being put in his paſſeſſion; but that the ſum 
he deſires to take from his mother (about .60 lacks) bears no fort of proportion to the immenſe 
wealth which fell into her hands on the death of his father, nor would it bear hard at all upon her, 
as he knows how much her treaſures exceed that ſum. All therefore that he aſks, is not to be inter, 


rupted in recovering a part of his hereditary right, by which he will be enabled to diſcharge bw - 


diately the whole of his debt to the Company. 


This, my dear Sir, is 2 Fart renate; and as to the point of right, admitting it to be le 
clear and defined than the Nabob chuſes to conſider it, you may poſſibly be of opinion that the con- 

ict of the Begums, on the late diſturbances at Benares, as ſet forth in the ſeveral teſtimonies hid 
before you, has forfeited any claim they might originally have had to the protection and mediation of 
the Company; and further, that it may not be political, or yet perfectly ſafe, to truſt them any longer 
with ſuch powerful means of promoting an oppoſition to our intereſts. ES, 


For my own part I am ſo well perſuaded of the diſaffeQion of the Begums, particularly the preſent 


Nabob's mother, to our cauſe, and of their promptitude to unite in any meaſure to diſtraſs us, that 


I could very eaſily reconcile it to my conſcience to aſſiſt the Nabob, inſtead of 'obſtrufting him, 
in wreſting from them every benefit they enjoy beyond a decent maintenance; however, this is 
only my own opinion, and by no means meant to influence yours. The Nabob writes you. himſelf 
on this ſubject, and you have his letter 'incloſed. Neither he nor I expect that you ſhould give a 
formal ſanction to the meaſure propoſed: it will be ſufficient that you but hint your opinion upon it, 
and enable me to inform his Excellency whether you would or would not oppoſe his deſign. Let

[HAVE received the Governor's letter, directing me to withdraw my Naib from Nabob Mozuffer 
pl ung, leaving the Bundebuſt to be ſettled by him; I have accordingly been waiting for a reſpon- 


ſble perſon on the part of Mozuffer Jung, to attend and account with you for the Company's 


«lignments, that I might then recall my ſervant from thence, and after that addreſs the Governor 
repefting my humiliation. Hitherto no one from Mozuffer Jung has appeared for that purpoſe. 
Mozuffer Jung, on receipt of the Governor's letter, ſent a copy of it to Almas Ally Khan, which I 
now encloſe you. It being my with to give ſatisfaction in all reſpects to the Governor, I relinquiſh 
lll interference with Moguffer Jung's dominions.

Your letter of the 24th is juſt arrived, ordering the temporary brigade to be again put on the 
Vizier's liſt, which the late treaty had juſt eaſed him of. Nothing leis than blows can effect this; 
for he is not even able to pay off the arrears ſtill due to it for the la ear, which, with the two and a 
half months ſtipulated by he treaty, amount to nine lacks, by Mr. Day's ſtatement. Upwards 
of twelve lacks have been paid to. Mr. Wombwell, beſides remittances made to the ſecond 
brigade and Colonel Muir, and ſcarce fix lacks have yet been collected: a hard ftrain of private 
credit alone has made theſe large extra payments, and total ruin muſt inevitably be the conſe- 
- quence of any interruption in the recovery of the money advanced. However, this is merely 2 
private conſideration, and therefore cannot weigh in public meaſures ; but in a public light, the 
troops being all in arrears, and no poſſibility of preſent payment, ſo large a body aſſembled here, 
without any means in hand to check or controul them, nothing but diſorder could follow. As 
one proof that the Nabob is as badly off for funds as we are, I may inform you that his cavalry 

roſe this day upon him, and went all armed to the palace, to demand from 13 to 18 months 
arrears due to them ; and were with great difficulty perſuaded to retire, which was probably more 
effected by a body of troops getting under arms to go againſt them, than any other conſi- 
deration. Without troubling you with detail of arguments, I may venture to pledge myſelf to 
you, that the additional demand you propoſe making cannot this year be obtained without a total 
reform of his government, which, if brought about by a campaign vgainſt him (by which alone 
it can be done) would, at the ſame time, ſtop at once all reſources of collections; ſo that, 
admitting ſucceſs, our ſituation, in point of finance, would be worſe than before. As I feel conhi- | 
dent of your full credit to this aſſertion, I ſhall add nothing further upon the ſubject, excepting, 
that the troops hitherto called for by the Vizier have been ſolicited under that article of the late 
treaty which authorizes him to remove the ſubſidiary brigade where he pleaſes, with the concur- 
rence of the Reſident ; which power is ſtill more fully explained in the letter of inſtructions — 
both papers can only allude to the troops which they ſtipulate to remain within the Vizier's 
dominions. Whenever you no longer may chuſe to permit his detaching the brigade, he muiſt then 


of courſe conduct his meaſures by his own ſebundy, or be driven to make new propoſals from him- 
ſelf for the aid and pay of our regiments. | „ 


As I have made uſe of the name of the temporary brigade 1n the firſt part of my letter, it may 
be neceſſary to remind you that one additional regiment is already paid by the Nabob, to which ad

T HE ſolemn call you have made upon me, in your commands of the 26th inſtant, with which 
I was honoured yeſterday, demands from me the moſt unreſerved and decided reply; and that 
] might not advance any thing haſtily, I took all yeſterday to deliberate upon my reply: for the ſake 
of perſpicuity, I have thought it beſt to recapitulate the ſeveral paragraphs of your letter, and arrange 


my anſwers to them reſpeCtively in the ſame order. 


iſt, My mind has been for ſome days ſuſ- 
pended between two oppoſite impulſes ; one ari- 
ing from the neceſſity of my return to Calcutta, 


the other from the apprehenſion of my preſence 


being more immediately and more urgently want- 
ed at Lucknow; your anſwer to this ſhall decide 
my choice. 


2d. 1 have waited thus long, in hopes of 


bearing that ſome progreſs has been made in 


the execution of the plan which I concluded 
with the Nabob in September laſt; I do not 
ind that any ſtep towards it has yet been taken, 
though three months are elapſed, and little more 
than that period did appear to me requiſite to 
have accompliſhed the moſt eſſential parts of it, 
and to have brought the whole into train. This 
tardineſs, and the oppoſition prepared to the 
only decided act yet undertaken, have a bad ap- 
pearance.

To this paragraph I freely anſwer, That your 
preſence is in no ſhape neceſſary here, but, on the 
contrary, could not fail of being of conſiderable 


retardment to the collections; becauſe in theſe 


countries the motions of Governors are look- 
ed upon to imply intended exertions, and with 
them great changes ; conſequently all agents in 
public ſtations, from the higheſt to the meaneſt, 
put an immediate ſtop to all their avocations, and 
gaze motionleſs for the reſult. This is the height 
of the Khereiff collection, and any impediments 
now thrown in the ms loſes the produce of the 


crop. The encloſed ſtatement ſhews what I have 


received, and what I have diſburſed ; it will at 
firſt ſight evince the importance of realizihg every 
immediate reſource. The current diſburſements 
of the 2d brigade have not been made good, and 
the arrears due from the Nabob to the late tem- 
porary brigade and cavalry, agreeably to ſtipula- 
tion, have not yet been liquidated. _ | 


In reply to the ſecond paragraph, I beg leave 
to refer you to my former letters, ſtating the tur- 
bulent ſtate of the country. Three months is a 
period in which the changes you allude to proba- 
bly might have been effected in times of perfect 
tranquillity ; but when all the diſtricts acroſs the 


Gogra were in arms, and all the Jagheerdars (a 


very numerous and powerful body) were very 
little ſhort of the ſame ſtate in every diſtrict, and 
for the regulating and reduction of whom the au- 
mils were principally to be applied to could a 
general change or attack upon thoſe aumils with 
eaſe have been undertaken? I think not; but L 
put this argument of the practicability or imprac- 


ticability out of the queſtion, as it was not that

of the Jagheerdars, that T might not have the 
whole country to attack at once. This mode of 
proceeding threatened no interruption to the col-

uſeleſs. The meaſure of reſuming the jagheers 
involved many and ſome very powerful intereſts, 
ſubje& to ſuch odium, from the diſappointment of 
the parties, deprived of their means of ſubſiſtence, 
and in ſuch extenſive dominions, under a Govern- 
ment ſo irregular in its conſtitution, and fo ſhaken 


as this is, it could not be effectually accompliſhed 


in a day.— However, it is now effected nearly 


throughout, with the Nabob's ſanction (which at 


the point of execution there was the moſt alarm- 


ing difficulty to obtain) and in a very few daysI 
truſt it will be completely enforced ; and, bad as 


the appearance of oppoſition may be, I truſt to be 


2d. I approve the Nabob's reſolution to de- 
prive the Begums of their ill-employed treaſures.

did not fire, or offer any other acts of hoſtility; and when I reflected on the conſequence that would 
attend a conteſted diſpute in the ſtreets of the town; of the Zenanah, &c. being ſubject to be plun- 
dered even by themſelves, which would have been attributed to me; and being fo ſituated for the 


ſafety of the female part of the family on one hand, who were under the moſt dreadful apprehen- 


ſion, and for the ſupport of his Excellency's authority on the other, who was waiting the reſult on 
the outſide of the town, I was for a ſhort time doubtful how to decide; however, as I had Mahomed 
Affrein Cawn along with me, a perſon in high favour with the Nabob, and well acquainted with both 
parties, I defired to circulate lenient advice, pointing out how fatal an attack would be to them, and 
inevitable ruin to thoſe they appeared ſo zealous to ſupport. It had the effect; the two eunuchs 


immediately ſurrendered, their people inſtantly left the town, and I ordered their guns to be dragged 
away.

As ſoon as the tumultuous noiſe was over, and Thad poſted guards for the ſafety of the palace, &c. 


I directly ſent a chubdar to the Begum, and offered every aſſiſtance ſhe might want, and at the fame

greateſt part of the treaſure, which has been delivered to the Nabob, was taken from the moſt ſeeret 
receſſes in the houſes of the two eunuchs, whence of courſe it could not have been extracted 
without the adoption of thoſe means which could induce the diſcovery, I ſhall hope for your 
approbation of what I did. I muſt alſo obſerve, that no further rigour than that which I exerted, 
could have been uſed againſt females in this country, to whom there can be no acceſs. ' The Na. 
bob and Salar Jung were the only two who could enter the Zenanah : the firſt was a ſon, who 
was to addreſs a parent, and of courſe could uſe no language or action, but that of earneſt and reite-/ 
rated ſolicitation ; and the other was in all appearance a traitor to our cauſe : where force could be 
employed, it was not ſpared. The troops of the Begum were driven away and diſperſed, their 
guns taken, her fort, and the outward walls of her houſe, ſeized, and oceupied by our troops, at 
the Nabob's requiſition, and her chief agents impriſoned and: put in. irons, No further ſtep was 
left.—And in this ſituation they ſtill remain, and are to continue (excepting only à remiſſion f 
the irons) until the final liquidation of the payment; and if then you deem it proper, no pof. 
ſible means of offence being left in her hands, or thoſe of her agents, all her lands and pro- 

perty having been taken, I mean, with your ſanction, to reſtore her houſe and ſervants to her;

is pointed out with a degree of accuracy and preciſion that in my apprehenſion could not be a 
underſtood, yet the conduct of Sir John Cumming for ſome timè paſt has marked a. diſpoſition 
very repugnant, as I conceive, to the ſpirit and letter of his inſtructions, and to the declared purpoſe 
of his appointment. The peremptory language that Gentleman has adopted to ſignify to me his 
determined reſolution to perſiſt in a mode of procedure which I am apprehenſive may be eventually 
attended with the worſt gr ets to the a air of the Company and of the Nabob, has left me 
without any alternative, and compelled me, however reluctantly, to ſubmit to your Honourable 
Board the whole of the correſpondence that has paſſed between us on this occaſion. It will be alto. 
gn unneceffary that I ſhould ſolicit your ſpeedieſt decifion, ſince a bare recital of the facts, as 
they are ſtated in the Encloſures, will, T humbly preſume, ITY evince the urgency and im. 

rtance of the ſubject in diſpute, and I flatter myſelf, Gentlemen, determine 5 to an immediate 
interpoſition of your authority. To bring the whole in one point of view before the Honourable 
Board, I have thought it neceſſary to give a ſummary of the ſeveral Encloſures, and taken the liberty 
to add a few remarks on their reſpective content. 


Colonel Cummings unqualified tender of military aid to Khojah Ein Uteen, the Aumil of Ro. 
| hilcund, the Duſtuck iſſued, and the Sepoys detached by hi, as ſet forth in No. 1, are indubitably 


ſo many direct violations of your orders; and you will perceive, Gentlemen, from Khaujah Kin 
Udeen's letter to me, inſerted in the fame number, that the Aumil has not failed immediately to ayail 
himſelf of the latter circumſtance to plead, and perhaps truly, a conſiderable loſs of revenue. No. 3 
contains an addreſs from Colonel Cumming to the Nabob, on the ſubject of his correſpondence wich 
Khaujah Ein Udeen. His Excellency's anſwer, diſapproving his procedure altogether, was accom- 
panied by a letter from me, which drew from Colonel Cumming a reply, dated the 23d January, alſo 
addreſſed to me: he therein aſſures me, that his firſt letter to the Aumil of Rohilcund meant no- 
thing, though it was certainly written in a ſtyle that expreſſed every thing. A duſtuck under his 
hand and ſeal, drawn out in all the neceſſary forms, as appears from the original in my poſſeſſion, 
and expreſsly remitting the government duties, he qualifies, by calling it a paſſport; and he informs 
me at the ſame time, that it has been his conſtant practice to grant ſuch GEESE. As to the appeal 
de wiſhes to make with reſpect to the propriety of his demeanour heretofore, it is nothing to the 
- purpoſe, ſince the queſtion. is not what he did formerly, but what he has actually now done. His 
explanation regarding the ſepoys he ſent to apprehend. the robbers is ſcarcely intelligible, being 
perplexed and blended with a variety of extraneous and nugatory matter, and told with the molt tedious 
_ prolixity, which he oppoſitely terms cutting the ſtory ſhort ; he concludes, however, by Hatly ac- 
quainting me that he is prepared to repeat the experiment the very firſt opportunity, ſo little does he 
_ underſtand his orders, and ſo little is he aware of the miſchiefs that muſt unavoidably enſue, if taking 
the law. into his own hands, and in contempt of your moſt poſitive commands, he preſumes on any 
retence whatever to detach without authority an armed force into the Mofuſſul. As it ſeems to be 
olonel Cumming's intention to fix a charge of inconſiſtency upon me in his mention of the de- 
tachment to Sandy Pauly, I muſt crave leave to ſay a few words in explanation of that circumſtance: . 
rx. Hamilton repreſented to me, that he had paid the duties for ſome merchandize, and his boats 
were ſtopped by a A'S in Sandy Pauly. I requeſted Colonel Cumming to grant that Gen- 
tleman his aſſiſtance. I had preciouſly applied to the Aumil Jadeloll, who informed me his diſtricts 
were in. great confuſion, and he doubted if his force. would be ſufficient to effect the 'releaſe of the 
boats. Upon this I made the above application to Colonel Cumming, with the conſent and indeed 
advice of the Aumil, the perſon entruſted with the government of the country in which the outrage. 
had been committed: he likewiſe directed his Naib to uſe his endeavours to releaſe the boats. 


When Colonel Cumming informed me he could not do the ſervice without an extraordinary ex- 
ertion, I begged he would deſiſt. I did not affign any reaſon, nor did I repreſent the reſult io the

If I underſtand the nature and intention of Colonel Cumming's appointment, it is in his military | 
capacity alone he can have occaſion to addreſs the Vizier at all; and for reaſons ſtriétiy obyieus, 
he has your expreſs orders, on every ſuch occaſion, to make the Reſident the channel of his com- 
munications; yet, in the laſt paragraph of Colonel Cumming's letter, he declares himſelf privileg

deſign, bas addreſſed. a letter immediately to the Vizier, recommending: the march of his whole 
force to Anoopcher, and 1 to know his Excellency's pleaſure thereupon. I muſt confeſs I 
was greatly ſurprized and alarmed when the Nabob communicated to me its contents; the ſerious 
conſequences with which this unadviſed and moſt unwarrantable procedure might have been attended, 
had not the utmoſt harmony ſubſiſted between his Excellency and e immediately preſenting 
themſelves to my mind. If the conduct of Colonel Cumming in this inſtance admits of aggravation, 
it is that he had juſt before replied to a letter I had written him, exprefling my apprehenfions with 
reſpe& to the intentions of the Sikes, in a ſtile calculated to perſuade me that there was little reaſon 
to be alarmed ; it was therefore the more indiſpenſably incumbent upon him to apprize me inſtantly 
of any ſubſequent occurrences which might induce a change in his ſentiments. — The Encloſure, No. 4, 
is a letter from Colonel Cumming to Hyder Beg Cawn, which, as it was alſo addreſſed immediately 


reſpondence at his Excelleney's Court. For the reſt Colonel Cumming, I know not upon what 
grounds, complains heavily and repeatedly of the indignity offered to a man of his rank, at the ſame 
time that he ſeems to conſider your repreſentative and the Nabob himſelf as perſons of no conſe- 
quence whatever, and the ſtile of his letter, whenever he ſpeaks of them, is perfectly .confiſtent 
with theſe ſentiments, being without ceremony.

It is evident, from the unhealthineſs of Patna, many horſes belonging to Gentlemen died; when 
they came into this ogy? every Gentleman looked out for them, and from the horſe merchants 
coming from Jorgnegur, Darnagur, and other places of their reſort. Since we ſoldiers have occa- 
ſion for horſes, every Gentleman will want to buy ſome. I have occaſion for horſes to do m 
buſineſs, and my good ones are all dead, I therefore ſent Hircarrahs to bring them; I afterwards 


diſpatched a guard of ſepoys to defend the Merchants, leſt they ſhould be plundered by the Banditti, 
particularly in the Pergunnahs under Khoga Ain Ul Dien, which are Jiterally a neſt of thieves, 
whoſe ſole employment is plunder. ; | LT | 


The above Merchants arrived at Jellalabad, by the way of Beſeilly; Natha Cawn Cutwal, Renter 
under Khoga Ain Ul Dien, took 560 rupees for all the chouckies he rented, and gave them a 
paſſport to the Phouſdar of - Jellalabad, who acting oppreſſively, would not let them paſs, although 
the Hircarrahs with them had Purwannahs. The conduct of the Phouſdar is more extraordinary, 
as the hapleſs Merchants paid the duties in preſence of Khoga Ain Ul Dien; and he at laſt ſent 
them, in conſequence of a letter from Khoga Ain Ul Dien, to whom I had written on the ſubject, 
detaining however a brother of the horſe Merchants. I am ſenſible the duties are the property of 
the Company, I am myſelf anxious they ſhould be collected. I never iſſued orders remitting the 
duties—it is not my cuſtom; but the ſaid Khoga wrote a moſt improper anſwer to my letter, a 
copy of which I encloſe for your information. The Governor never wrote me in ſuch terms, does 
it then become the faid Khoga ? You will ſhortly ſee him, and it is neceſſary you ſhould talk to him 
on the ſubject, and let me know his anſwer, otherwiſe I ſhall tranſmit his letter to the Governor 
and Council. "The Nabob, nor even the King himſelf,” could not addreſs me in a ſtyle fo unwar- 
rantable. This conduct in a perſon at Khoga Ain Ul Dien's time of life is 
countable, I really do not underſtand him this matter. will not end here.

4 was exceedingly ſurprized on receipt of your duſtuck with the ſepoys, to prevent obſtacles or 
impediments happening to the horſes of Amanul Cawn and Noor Chan, Merchants, directed to 
Munoon Cawn, Phouſdar of Jellalabad : the above people are Merchants, they brought goods for 


ſale to Naranagur, and paid the duties. It is clear that this country belongs to the Vizier, and the 
aſſignments of the Engliſh Company. I, according to your letter before, ſent my Hircarrahs to 
Munoon Cawn, ordering him to levy the i duties, and afterwards to diſpatch them to you, 


accompanied by five Peons and my Hircarrah, You, Sir, did not reflect that the remiſſion of the 
duties would be a loſs to the Company's Jaydaad. It is neceſſary you ſhould be kind enough to 
remand your duſtuck, and my Hircarrahs will bring the horſes to you, and in future I beg you will 
not iſſue duſtucks, becauſe the Company's collections will ſuffer by it, and it may affect our reputation.

Bahar, requiring ſuch affiſtance to be ſent immediately; but if the occaſion ſhall be ſo ſudden and 
urgent as not to admit of the delay of ſuch a diſtant application, you will in that caſe make the 
requiſition to the officer commanding at Chunar ; or finally (but not without the moſt preſſing, moſt 
abſolute, and moſt evident neceſſity) to the Commanding Officer at Cawnpore, or the Frontier 
ſtation, wherever it may be, of the Vizier's dominions ; on vi ſuch occaſion you will take the 
precaution to receive a requiſition in writing from the Vizier for ſuch aid; and tranſmit inſtant _ 
advice of it to us, not waiting for the detail of the reaſons which have induced the Vizier to require 
the extraordinary aid, or you to comply with his requiſition ; but theſe, to prevent delay, may be 
communicated to us afterwards, as ſoon as your leiſure will permit.

In this ſervice it is our intention that you ſhall be ſubje& to the orders of the Vizier, which will 
be ſignified to you through the channel of the Reſident at his Court, for the performance of any . 
military operations which he may require from you within the boundaries of his dominions, either 
for the protection of the country, or for . any internal commotions to which the ſtation of 
your troops may be moſt contiguous or convenient; but on all occaſions you will have the precau- 
tion to receive from him the requiſition in writing, ſpecifying the ſervice to be performed, if there 
be ſufficient time for that purpoſe without endangering the ſafety or peace of the country; and in 
the execution of ſuch ſervice you will be the judge of what force it may be neceſſary to employ, 
and will appoint and order it accordingly ; but we earneſtly and ſpecifically recommend it to you not 
to make any detachments from your troops which cannot be inſtantly recalled, and with which a 
junction might at any time be precarious or difficult; but in the performance of any confiderable 
or diſtant operations, you will march with your whole force to effect them. | „

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To prevent any complaint of this kind in future, and to, obviate the pleas which would conſe- 
quently be made for a failure in the collection, we think it neceſſary to forbid you from ſending 
orders to, or correſponding with, any of the Vizier's officers, excepting thoſe (if any) who ſhall be 
directed by him to obey you, or co-operate with you. We approve of the inſtant meaſures which 
you took for apprehending the robbers of your camp ; but it was improper to keep any who were 
taken , confinement, or to inſiſt on the delivery of others, aſſuming the power of juſtice to 
yourſelf.

For the above reaſons I am of opinion, that the beſt and ſafeſt meaſure we can adopt is for four 
regiments of ſepoys, and the ns ag" of artillery to. take the field immediately. Major Grant, with 
the 8 companies of his regiment, ſhould be recalled, and left behind as a guard to the magazine, 

I think it would be adviſable for the troops to march on this fide of the river, directly to Anop- 
ſhire ; the Seicks would then be obliged to abandon their ſcheme of croſſing the Ganges, and would 
probably diſperſe, or return to their houſes.

read. With regard to the ceremony due to the Reſident, I am at a loſs what honour or What title 
to give him ; perhaps he expects that all the titles engraved on his ſeal ſhould precede the mention of 
his name, in the ſame manner as is practiſed by the natives in their arzees and petitions :.

As your Board has a copy 
of that letter, I will not enter into a repetition, but only add, that it has been the conſtant: practice of 
all the officers who ever commanded in theſe provinces, to execute, ſummary juſtice on ſuch offen- 
ders; were ſuch meaſures not taken, it would not be poſſible for the camp to exiſt. To apply to the 
Viziers for leave, or an order to apprehend thieves, would be to publiſh the intention, and to defeat 
the end it was intended to anſwer. I requeſt your Honourable Board to aſk the opinions of General 
Stibbert and Colonel Muir on this ſubject; both thoſe officers have commanded here, and are now at 
the Reſidency: by their anſwers let my conduct ſtand approved or diſapproved. I wiſh alfo that 
your Honourable Board would call on the late Reſident for his opinion, whether it would be poſſible 


to bring offenders to juſtice, or to preſerve the camp from being infeſted with thieves, and Cut- | 
_ throats, if no perſon could be apprehended without going through all the forms of a public applica- 
tion to the Vizier. Mr. Briſtow obſerves, that my account of this tranſaction is ſcarcely intelligible:

Many letters have paſſed between Mr. Briſtow and me, relative to his claim of inſtructing officers 
detached on ſervice.

We ſhall adopt the ſentiment, but vary the mode of its application.

It was. certainly underſtood, at the time that the treaty was concluded, of which this ſtipulation 
was a part, that it applied ſolely to cavalry, as the Nabob Vizier, poſſeſſing the ſervice of. our 
forces, could not poſſibly require infantry, and leaſt of all ſuch infantry as Fyzoola Cawn could 
| furniſh, and a fingle horſeman included in the aid which Fyzoola Cawn might furniſh would 
prove a literal compliance with the ſtipulation. The number, therefore, of horſe implied by it, 
ought at leaſt to be aſcertained—we will ſuppoſe 5,000; and allowing the exigency for their attend- 
ance to exiſt only in the proportion of one year in five, reduce the demand to one thouſand for the 
computation of the ſubſidy, which, at the rate of 50 rupees per man, will amount to 50,000 per 
menſem.

The inſurrections in Sahlone and its dependencies were created and ſupported by Rajah Bul- 


vernment of the late Vizier Suja ul Dowla, thereupon attempted to raiſe diſturbances, ..and collectec 
numerous followers. Suja ul Dowla immediately detached a very large force to Sahlone, with 
orders to ſhew no mercy. Great numbers of people, taken in arms, were put to death in the 
courſe of the campaign, and Bulbudder never again oppoſed the authority of government during his 
life-time. OM I 0 e | | ** 


When Sahlone was granted in Jaghyr to the Begum, ſhe agreed to give this rebel an allowance, 
in lieu of land, of 500 rupees per month, and a beit upon the country, amounting altogether 
to about 12,000 rupees annually, and he ſtipulated not to create diſturbances. When the Jaghyrs 
were reſumed, that of the Begum fell under the general regulation, and the Aumil appointed by 
the Vizier refuſed to continue his allowance to Bulbudder, who in conſequence renewed his former 
depredations. Since the month of February laſt, the Majors Gilpin, Scott, and Lumſdaine, have 
been ſucceſſively employed in endeavouring to reduce him to obedience ; it appears by the leren 


after a ſhort time, followed by as great numbers as before. The inhabitants of that country in 
general look up to Bulbudder's family as the ſtock from which they all deſcended; and 
zeal for their Chief has united the circumjacent towns and villages in a league, to co-operate 
offenſively and defenſively in his favour. He is thus enabled to aſſemble, at the ſhorteſt notice, 
bodies of eight or ten thouſand men ; and when attacked, if defeated, he mixes with the crowd, 
and all attempts to apprehend him fail. His uſual reſort upon theſe occaſions is to the thick woods

The 
miſchief ariſing ſometimes from a total relaxation of authority, and at others from the too violent 
exertion of it, has materially affected the cultivation. Thoſe diſtricts however being remarkably 
fertile, I am in hopes they may, by good management, be quickly reſtored. It appears, from 

the repreſentations of Major Nicol, that they contain a number of forts, but being moſtly in 
ſuch bad repair as to be ſcarcely tenable, I have expectations that his aſſiſtance will have great 
effect in realizing the revenue.

Muzzuffer Jung had not appeared diſpoſed to take any meaſures for the liquidation of theſe 
claims: that his country was ill governed, the revenue made away with by his own ſervants, and 
neither he or the Vizier received their rights: that, therefore, being no hopes of realizing the 
tribute but by the interference of his authority, he (the Vizier) had thought himſelf reduced to 
the neceſſity of appointing Mahomed Syed Cawn his Sezaweel, and applying to the Commanding 
Officer in the field, through the late Reſident, for the affiſtance of a military force; and Major 
Scott was accordingly ordered to march to Furrochabad ; and he hoped, that, on due conſideration 
of the motives which influenced theſe meaſures, you would give them your approbation, and permit 
the continuance of the regiment on that ſervice. FT 


It was expected that Mahomed Syed Cawn would have been reliſted in the execution of his new 
offce by Sobkutulla, the Miniſter inveſted with Muzzuffer Jung's authority; he however fled

The acting Miniſter's propoſal was, to unite the offices of Naib on the part of Muzzuffer Jung, 
and Sezaweel from the Vizier, in Mahomed Syed Cawn. Muzzuffer Jung remonſtrated againſt the 
Vizier's interference in the appointment of any of the officers of his own government, and refuſed to 
Fant the Sunnud of invel 


titure, This was the ſtate of affairs by my laſt accounts from 
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Furrockabad. The Vizier kowever, perſeveres in his meaſures, and has authorized Mahomed Syed - 
Cawn to raiſe a battalion of twelve hundred matchlock men, to enable him to exerciſe coercion in 
the realizing his claims. He has tranſmitted a propofal of Paying ten Jacks forty th 
(10,40,000) rupees in the courſe of the current year, which the Vizier has thought proper to 
appfove ; and directed five lacks to be appropriated on account of the Honourable Company's claims, 
and a proviſion to be made from the remainder for Muzzuffer Jung, and ſuch expences as ma 
occur for other ſervices. His Excellency has enjoined Mahomed Syed Cawn to continue his ſolicits) 
tions to Muzzuffer Jung for the office of Naib ; propoſing to himſelf, no doubt, by this arrange- 
ment, the ſole controul in the government of Furruckabdlu. e 


Though Mahomed Syed appears to exert his endeavours to re-eſtabliſh Muzzuffer Jung's autho- 
rity, and ſettle the country, I cannot but think it very improbable that he, or any other man in his 

place, whatever meaſures may be adopted, will be able to collect near the amount ſettled: in his 
engagement with the Vizier, which was concluded through an agent whom he ſent to Lucknow, 
agreeable to a ſtatement of the value of each particular Pergunnah tranſmitted by himſelf. I am 
informed the Zemindars of Furrockabad have moſtly ſtrong forts, are bold daring people, and have 
for ſome months paſt been accuſtomed to live independent of all controul. Mahome d Cawn, 
owing to theſe cauſes, has made very inconſiderable collections hitherto, and the khurrup harveſt has 
entirely elapſed; he is now preparing to take 2 circuit of the country, which I hope will be pro- 
ductiye of good conſequences.

The utter incapacity of Muzzuffer Jung to eonduct his affairs is notorious, and the Soubadarry of

I have been favoured. with your letter of the 19th inſtant, encloſed with ſeveral Perſian papers of 
intelligence, the contents of which I have duly conſidered; though, before receiving them, I was 
already apprized of the motions and numbers of the Seiks, both from Delhi and from Narana- 
gur, and J cannot ſuppoſe but that Colonel Sir John Cumming has been duly informed of every 
thing that has paſſed ſo near to that part of his Excellency's dominions, and will have already 
taken the neceſſary ſteps in conſequence. For the Board, in their letter to me, ſignify that the 
detachment under his command is expreſsly deſigned and ſtationed up there for the protection of 


that part of the Vizier's dominions which is moſt contiguous and convenient to the ſtation of his 


troops, as you will find from the copy of their inſtructions to him, which I not long ago ſent to 
you. And by the encloſed extract you will perceive, that I cannot ſend any. orders to Colonel Sir 
John Cumming, while he remains beyond the provinces of Korah and Owd, &c. therefore I can 
only recommend, that his Excellency ſhould ſend orders through you to him,. to ſend detachments 
from his force, upon the ſervice againſt the Seiks, without loſs of time; or, ſhould it be thought 
neceſſary, he may march againſt them with his whole force, and I will ſend a ſufficient” body of 
troops up for the protection of the Futteh Ghur ſtation. But I: judge that detachments, if pro- 
perly diſpoſed of, will effectually prevent the Seiks from entering and committing depredations in 
the Vizier's territories; for it is well known, that though their number is large, yet they are never 


conſidered to be a force; they will -over-run and deſtroy a country ſuddenly, then quit it, and never 
will oppoſe a re 


gular force equal to a regiment. Even. ſome of the Vizier's cavalry, however, 
will be abſolutely requiſite to act in conjunction with thoſe detachments ; and if ſome part of the 
large body of troops under Almaſs is ordered to co-operate with the detachments, I cannot think 
that there is any danger of the Seiks making inroads into his Excellency's territories on this ſide 
of the Ganges. I am given to underſtand, that there are ſtrong detachments of Khoja Ayn 
Uddeen's troops ſtationed at Nangul, Daranagur, and Thay, and ſome to the ſouthward of Da- 
ranagur, which are able to repel any attempts in that part; which circumſtance, and the unlucky 
juncture of the diſputes between Mirza Shuffy Khan, and Mahomed Beg Khan, cauſing all the 
troops belonging to the contending parties to be drawn away out of that part of the Doabb, 
have occaſioned. the Seiks coming ſo far down as Gurmucktiaſa and Anoop Shear. But I expet 
that thoſe Chiefs will very ſoon ſend troops, to fave their Jaydades from being ravaged by theſe 


freebooters, and to chaſe them away. 


Should the ſervice require that Colonel Sir John Cumming ſhould march with his whole force 
againſt them, Major Nicol's regiment, being now not far from Furockabad, may be ordered to pro- 
ceed immediately to take care of the Futty Ghur ſtation, ſhould there not be an immediate want of 
its ſervices where it is. And this would be more convenient than ſending any regiment from hence, 
which I wauld not willingly do, unleſs upon ſome emergency, as the Board and Commander in 


I cannot-imagine that his Excellency. will think of ordering a movement to be made of the brigade 
from this ſtation; for in my opinion it is not in any ways neceſſary, and it would be putting the Com- 
pany to a very great increaſe of expence, without ſerving any purpoſe, when the ſervice can without 
You are not ignorant that the Seiks have come down to the

detachment being equal to that ſervice, and that the ſame plans ſhould be adopted now as were

I have the pleaſure to inform you, three of the moſt refractory Zemindars in Khyrabad; named 
Mohum Sing, Hindoo Sing, and Nayſut Sing, have been apprehended by the Aumil Mahomed Huſſeen 
Cavyn; owing to this circumſtance, the other. Zemindars have been awed, the peace” of that diſtrict 
is in a fair way of being reſtored, and I entertain great hopes the full amount of the Honourable Com. 
pany's aſſignment will be realized. I have the greater ſatisfaction in repreſenting theſe tranſactions, 
as a heavy balance was to be expected in the revenue of Hydrablee . 


In my addreſs of the 1ſt ultimo, I alſo repreſented the improbability of my realizing the Honour- 
able Company's aſſignment on Firockabad, and I am ſorry to inform you the negligence and inaQtivity 
of Mahomed Saaud Cawn, the Vizier's Sizawul, obliged the Miniſter to adviſe his diſmiſſion from that 
truſt, and Mirza Mahomed Beg, a man of good character, has been appointed in his place, The 

Nabob Muzuffer Jung, deputed agent to Lucknow, to complain of the great diſtreſs he ſuffered, and 
ſolicited in the moſt urgent manner, that a part of the collections ſhould be appropriated for his 
ſubſiſtence. Three lacks of rupees per annum is the ſum which the Miniſter recommended to the 
Vizier, to be paid the Nabob Muzuffer Jung; in proportion to the actual receipts : Mahomed Beg 
was authorized to ſettle this matter, and make the payments, but I have not yet heard whether the 
propoſition has been agreed to. EB e 


The confuſion which had occurred in the adminiſtration of the affairs of Firockabad,. and the 
repeated ſolicitations of the Nabob Muzuffer Jung, have induced me to unite with the Miniſter in the 
Tate arrangements, as appearing to me the beſt that could be adopted under the circumſtances which 
7 exiſted. The ſeaſon was fo far advanced, as to render the removal of the Sizawul an improper mea- 
Ex ſure, if there had been any probability of the buſineſs being well conducted by him; but by every

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The Nabob Muzuffer Jung complained, that Mahommed Saaiid Cawn had ſeized upon the 
tombs and gardens of his anceſtors, and ſequeſtered the revenues appropriated for. their ſupport. 
The ſum was trifling, and the act diſguſted the people, and hurt the Vizier's reputation. TI adviſed 
the relinquiſhing every appendage of this nature, and that the new Sezawul ſhould be inſtructed, by 
every means in his power to conciliate the Nabob Muzzuffer Jung.

The detachment in Sahlone has been conſtantly employed on ſervice againſt refractory Zemindars 
in that and the neighbouring diſtrict of Pertabgur. The plan of inducing Bulbudder to return to his 
allegiance to the Vizier, by the grant of a penſion and a buit upon the country, was found imprac- 
ticable. He demanded a conſideration of about thirty thouſand rupees a year, and remained in the 
country threatening to create diſturbances, if his demands were not Sep with.

| theſe propoſitions, a reward of twenty thouſand rupees has been put upon his head. The Aumils 
| | of Sultanpore, Purtabgur, Sahlone, and the adjacent diſtricts, were directed to uſe their utmoſt oe 
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tions to expel him the country, to aſcertain the Zemindars of villages from which he draws his 
ſupport; and that if the Aumils ſhould even ſuffer him to remain unmoleſted within their juriſ- 
ditions, no deduCtion of revenue would be allowed, and they muſt expect the ſevereſt puniſhments 
for their neglect.

Captain Jaques, with one battalion of Sepoys, in conjunction with the Aumils, had 
ſurrounded and taken the fort, in which they ſeized between ei ht and nine hundred perſons. 
Bulbudder and Behadur Sing had made their eſcape; but Amrou Sing, and a famous infurgent of 
the name of Gundchany, were ſecured, and they and their families have been detained by the Aumils. 
The other. priſoners-were ſuffered to leave the fort upon laying down their arms, to. the number of

I have found it neceſfary, to comply with the Vizier's orders, to continue the battalion under the 
command of Captain Dennis in the Soubah of Allahabad..

I have requeſted 
Captain Dennis. to grant his aſſiſtance ; but if the conduct of Abdul Shokoor had paſſed with unpu- 
nity, at the time a man of Sewajee Eteel's high rank performed his ablutions, it would have given 
an unfavourable impreſſion of the Vizier's Government; and, in conſequence of my advice, he

A daring banditti at Litcha Gyre, in Kewarjee, a diſtri in the province of Allahabad, made 
2 practice of infeſting the river, detaining, robbing, and often murdering paſſengers and Mer- 
Chants. The Naib connived at theſe outrages. The Vizier has diſmiſſed him his office; and I have 
requeſted Captain Dennis, when the ſervice will permit, to ſupport the new Naib in driving this 
banditti from their place of refuge, and apprehending as many as he may be able. 


The ſure means of rendering the Vizier's alliance honourable and advantageous, will be to 
reſtore his authority, and the peace of his dominions. Great loſſes in the revenue have un- 
avoidably arifen, owing to the total want of ſubordination among all ranks of the officers of 
Government, and the perpetual inſurrections of Zemindars : the Vizier can only look to the 
Honourable Company for effecting a change ; his own military is at, preſent unequal to the taſk ;

Mr, Fowke charge me with ſuch a treatment of them, even in the {lighteſt inſtance. Though

r. Briſtow himſelf. to write a Letter to the Nabob Vizier, mentioning my wish in this 
reſpect, and my further deſire that it ſhould be effected with his entire concurrence, which, I 
conſidered as indiſpenſable; at the ſame time I directed Rajah Govindram. the agent or vakeel 
of the Nabob Vizier, to inform him of the favourable ſentiments which I at that time enter- 
tamed for Mr, Briſtow, Jeſt he might be miſled, by a contrary opinion, to withhold the 
declaration of his aflent, I received his affent, and immediately propoſed the ap- 
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paintment. 


With reſpect to Mr, Fowke, when I. conceived it an obligation of public duty to remove him 
from a ſtation in which his continuance appeared to me prejudicial to the ſervice, 1 propoſed, 
and the Board made him a moſt ample compenſation for the loſs of it, by beſtowing on him an 
efice of higher emolument, and better adapted to his talents; and in that, conſtruction of the 
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Company's orders, I did conceive that I had conformed moſt exactly to the ſpirit, though not 
the letter of them. ſince it was impoſhble for me to believe, that the preference given by them to 
Mr. Fowke could ariſe from any conſideration of his ſuperior qualification.

MI. Briſtow now declared, that a Treaſurer and - Comptroller muſt be appointed to the ;

Highneſs certain arrangements, implying advice, or propoſals for my utter expulſion from office. 
To which the Nuvyaud replied, „On a former oceaſton J was prevailed upon by your counſels 
&« to adopt a conduct ſimilar to that which you now recommend towards Mochtaur ul-Dowlah, 
“ and afterwards you yourſelf ſtood fortſrto aid and protect him What are your real intentions 
« n]? Mr. Briſtow replied, that his Highneſs mighit ſet his heart at eaſe with reſpect to him; 
that he would be a ſurety, and would give an engagement in writing, under his ſeal; that on this

thought proper, he would act as he (Mr. Briſtow) had deſired, and in that caſe himſelf affix 
his feal:to the Shoccahs; if net, he would nt allow the buſineſs to depend upon the Nuvyaulfs 
ſeal; he would fend letters under his own ſeal to the Aumils, directing them to tranſmit the

The having wrote thoſe letters is mentioned by Mr. Briſtow in his letter to me (vide copy 
No. 4) to ſuch à degree as he depreſſed and degraded the Nuvvaub. The converſations which 
have paſſed, and an account of the oppreſſions exerciſed towards his Highneſs, will be made known 
to you by his letter. When the Nuvvaub made objections to the appointments of treaſurer and 


comptroller, grounded on the indignity and contempt which thoſe appgigtments would bring 


upon him, Mr. Birſtow directed his ſuſpicions towards me, and wrote me a letter, to which 
replied. Copies of both letters are ſubmitted to your inſpection (vide copies No. 4 and 5); 
thence my culpability or innocence, together with Mr. Briſtow's declarations reſpecting my 
di miſſion from oſſice, and other particulars, will be made known to you. As my letter in reply 
contained 1 fact recapitulation of all that had paſſed, Mr. Briſtow did not comply to 
or chntradidt t. e Tring 6 09071 TN;

He replied, that 
reconcilliation on his part would depend upon my not having wrote to the Governor General any 
inſormazion of what was paſſing here.

to do, were known to people of all deſcriptions in this city, That Mirza Iſmael Beg, who was 
his counſellor and manager, had publiſhed them to every one, and that people ſpoke of them 
without referve to each other.

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Such is Mr. Briſtow's diſpofition, that he outwardly. profeſſes and careſſes, while in reality 
he is endeavouring to expel. me from my office, and then frequently denies or contradicts his 
own declarations.. In the repreſentation which I have made, I have not, in any. one inſtance, 
deviated from the truth; and it is a poſitive truth of the reality of many of the particulars, that 
Mr. Briſtow did not reply to thoſe which are ſtated in my anſwer to his letter; but at our next 
interview aſſumed appearances of affability and good-will. All perſons of rank and condition in 
this city are fully acquainted with the foregoing circumſtances. The abſolute power aſſumed 
by Mr. Brittow in the affairs of this Surcar, is arrived at ſuch a pitch, that, to. conſuſt the 
pleaſure of the Nuvvaub, or to adviſe with me the, conduct of affairs, are circumſtances which he 
totally diſregards. Thus the appointment of, Mahummed Beg, a trooper under Mirza Aboo 


Taulib, the intimate of. Mr. Johnſon, to the ſuzzauwulli of Furruckabad, by the removal of 
Mahummed Ddaied Cawn, and through the interpoſition of Iſmael Beg, which ſome time ſince 


took place, is a circumſtance known to all mankind. I repreſented ro Mr Briſtow, that his 


highneſs did not approve of the appointment; but my repreſentation was diſregarded, and he 


politively , obliged me to write and deliver to him a ſhoccah appointing Mahummed Beg. In 
the ſame: manner he has reſolved, and intends to ſend out ſuzzawuls from himſelf to all the 
Mahaulauts. He moreover, on all occaſians, both in private and public, declares, and has 
repeatedly ſaid the ſame to me, that at the commencement of the enfuing year he will turn out 
all the Nuvyaub Vizier's Aumils, and appoint Aumils of his own; that he will order the whole 
of the revenues to be paid in to him; and that he will iflue to the Nuvvaub in ſpecie, with his 
own hand, whät he !himſelf may think neceſſary for his Highnels's expences ; and that he will 
not ſuffer the authority of this ſurcar to remain in a ſingle Mahaul. He frequently ſays, 
« Why, does the Nuvvaub keep fo many. elephants and horſes * Why are ſuch quantities of 
c proviſions dreſſed in his kitchen? Such numbers of domeſticks are unneceſſary; I will curtail 
% the whole. . ** i 


With reſpect to us, who are your dependents, and che miniſters of his highneſs, 'our credit 
and executive authority in all affairs is utterly annihilated, Like the Houlehold ſervants of 


Mr. Briſtow, we are day and night attending his commands; yet even by this conduct he will 


not be prevailed upon to govern with candour and complacency: Notwithſtanding all that we 
do, our hours are filled with unremitting alarms for the ſafety of our honour. We have no 
reſource, but in your benevolence; no proſpect of redreſs, but from your equity and juſtice. 
Impelled by the moſt urgent neceſſity, his highneſs has written to you a narrative of his 


ſituation; and I, your devoted ſervant, have thus repreſented all that has paſſed under my 


obſervat ion, to the preſent time, without addition or diminution, that we, the miniſters, may 
not hereafter be deemed guilty of neglect in withholding the neceſſary information of tlie preſent 
ſtate of things here. The happineſs and proſperity of the Nuvvaub depend upon your favour and 
kindneſs; our honour and ſtability ou your bounty and ſupport. Whatever may be your deter- 
mination in behalf of this Surcar, it will be received with joy and reſpett. Deeming it a dut) 
to make this repreſentation, I have thus laid it before you. It was heretofore the eſtabli 


cuſtom with the gentlemen appointed to ſuperintend the Company's affairs at this court, to take 


jauedids to the amopnt of the Company's demand, and to leave the balance of revenue, ariſing 
from the remainder of the country, at.the diſpoſal of his Highneſs ; in conſequence of which, 
more or leſs was forthcoming to the tunkhaudars, jauguedars, and huzzoaree troops, and for 
the expences of the Nuvvaub's houſehold eſtabliſhments, elephants, horſes, camels, &c. In 
the preſent year, Mr. Briſtow, after taking the Company's jauedaud, gave orders, that from the 
remainder of. the revenues of this country, no money ſhall be iſſued to any perſon whatever: 
J hat, having appointed a treaſurer and comptroller, he would call in the monies, and direct the 
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_ diſburſements himſelf; in conſequence of which, to the preſent period, no ſubſiſtence whatever 
has been received by the. tunkhaudars, jagurdars, hindoſtan troops, or people employed in the 
offices of government, and they are one and all calling out for redreſs and juſtice, Such is the 
Tituation of things here, that all mankind are reduced to a ſtate of deſpair by the hand of

We, the miniſters, owe our preſent ſtations to your bounty, | His Highneſs alſo is devoted to 
your pleaſure in, all reſpects; and from the interchange of turbans between you and the late 
Neu he conſiders you as the brother of his father. Whatever may be your pleaſure in 
behalf of his Highnefs, and with refpe&t to the well- government of th.s country, which in a 
peculiar manner appertains to you, his Highneſs does in no reſpect whatever object; whatever

If, from the kindneſs and affection which you bear towards his Highneſs, you ſhall pleaſe to 


confer upon him diſcretionary powers for the diſcharge of the Company's demands, whatever may 


be the ſum ſtated by Mr. Briſtow to you as payable and to be paid in the courſe of the current 


year, his Highneſs, on recetving information of the amount, is ready and willing, with ſuch 
powers, to diſcharge the ſame; and we, the miniſters, in obedience to your pleaſure, aud 
ſtrengthened and ſupported by you, will, at all events, raiſe the neceſſary ſupplies for, the pay- 
ment thereof: And for the enſuing year, agreeably to ſuch plan or ſyſtem as you may determine 
upon for the payment of the current demand, with diſcretionary-power to his Highneſs, we will 
take meaſures” for the payment of the ſame in ſuch manner that under the favour of God, and 
with your protection, the ſums payable to the Company's ſurcar ſhall be punQually received.

When the Nuvvaub ſent the preceding anſwer, Mr. Briſtow addreſſed himſelf to me—ſaid, 
the Nuvvaub had broke his promiſe; that he, Mr. Briſtow had propoſed Seetul Raum to fill the 
office of treaſurer, and that the Vizier had mentioned the Raja Tippar Chund for the head of 
the public treaſury, but that he now inſiſted he ſhould only have the payment of the troops: 

That it was the orders of the Gentlemen of 
the Council, that all the diſburſements ſhould be controlled and directed by him, and therefore 
he would take the whole of the treaſury department into his own hands. I replied, that as he

Mr. Briſtow in reply, told me, that I muſt inform the Nuvvaub, that he would act as he had 
declared that he had the poſitive orders of the Gentlemen of the Council in this reſpe&—that 
the treaſury and diſburſements ſhould be under his management. I anſwered, that ſuch were 
the meſſages he ſent to the Nuvvaub by me; while he, on the contrary, told him, that he ſhould. 
uſe his own pleaſure in the conduct of affairs—that T would carry the meſſage agreeably to his 
orders, and deſired to know his pleaſure, in caſe the Nuvvaub ſhould not be pleaſed to conſent.

Hence,” added the 
Nuvvaub, “ it is evident to me, that you are about to diveſt me of my rights altogether,” If

Mr. Briſtow replied, that. the diveſting his Highneſs of his rights was not intended—That 
what he ſaid proceeded” from a regard to his welfare—That it would be better for his Highneſs 
to comply with willingneſs—That he would give to him in writing the orders he had received 
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from the Gentlemen of the Council — That if his Highneſs would not comply willingly; it was 
well; he might ſend his ſeal to him, and he would carry thoſe orders into execution. I repre- 
ſented to the Nuvvaub, in the preſence of Mr. Briſtow, that fuch diſputes between them were 
improper; that it, would be better to act with harmony, and in conjunction with each other.

The Turk ſewars have been diſtinguiſhed for gallantry and good conduct on many occaſions, 
The officers of this corps are principally men who were originally in the Company's ſervice, and 
are more accuſtomed to ſubordination than any other of the Vizier's troops. ' here are eight 
months arrears due to them, and as they appeared to me the fitteſt to be attached. to the brigade 
in caſe ſervice ſhould occur, I have procured an aſſignment in their favour for nine lacks of. ru- 
pees, the amount to be paid at Lucknow, and diſtributed to the men by proper paymaſters, free 


of deductions, and in ſpecie, as a groſs abuſe has often prevailed in paying them in goods inſtead

Your obſervation, that your new meaſures will require a long time to execute, is but too true, 
The total want of ſyſtem, and lawleſs habits which prevail, muſt be corrected by progreſſive 
means; the peace and ſecurity of the country, and regularity in the ſeveral departments of the 
Nate, will be gradually eſtabliſhed. I beg leave to anſwer the ſeveral heads of your inſtructions 
in the ſame order in which you have placed them, | e nr 


Immediately after my arrival I urged the acting miniſter to deviſe, and recommend arrange- 
ments for the complete diſcharge of the balance at the concluſion of the year. To relieve my- 
ſelf from cenſure in ca'e of failure in this eſſential point, it is neceſſary I ſhould explain the tran- 
ſaction with the bankers. The balance at the end of laſt year was not in fact paid, but transferred

The total relaxation of the Vizier's authority, his 


inattention and diſlike to buſineſs, leave the aumils in poſſeſſion of this dangerous power, un- 


awed, uncontrouled by any apprehenſion of retroſpection, or the F I can 
hardly quote an inſtance, ſinee the Vizier's acceſhon to the muſnud, of an il having been 
puniſhed for oppreſſion, though the complaints of the people and the ſtate of the country are 
notorious proofs of the violences daily committed—it is even become unſafe for travellers to 
paſs, except in large bodies.

The aumil en- 
ters upon his truſt,” ruined in reputation and fortune; and unleſs he accompliſhes his engage- 
ments, which is ſeldom the caſe, diſgrace and puniſhment follow. Though the balance of reye- 
nue may be rigorouſly demanded of him, it has not been uſual ro inſtitute any enquiry for op- 
preſſion, The Zemindars, thus left at the mercy of the aumils, are often driven to rebellion. 
"The weak are obliged to ſubmit to his exactions, or fly the country; and the aumil, unable to 
reduce the more powerful, is compelled to enter into a diſgraceful compromiſe. Every Zemindar | - 
looks to his fort for protection, and the country is crouded with them. Almaſs Ally Cawn a- 
ſerts, there are not leſs than ſeven hundred in his diſtricts; hence it has become a general cuſtom 
to ſeize the brother, ſon, or ſome near relation or dependant of the different Zemindars, as hof- 
tages for the ſecurity of the revenue. A great aumil will ſometimes have three or four hundred 
of theſe hoſtages, whom he is obliged to confine in places of ſecurity. CLE N 

A few men, like Almaſs Ally Cawn and Coja ain ul Deen, have, from their regularity in the 
performance of pecuniary engagements, rendered themſelves uſeful to the Vizier. A ſtrict 
ſcrutiny into his affairs was at all times irkſome to his Excellency; and none of the miniſters or 
officers about his perſon. poſſeſſing the active perſevering ſpirit requiſite to conduct the detail of 
engagements for a number of ſmall farms, it became convenient to receive a large ſum from a 
great farmer, without trouble or deficiency, This ſyſtem was followed by the moſt pernicious 
conſequences; theſe men were above all controul; they exaCted their own terms, and the diſtricts 
they farmed were moſt cruelly oppreſſed. The revenue of Rohilcund is reduced above a third, 
and Almaſs Ally Cawn's adminiſtration is well known to have been extremely violent. | 


"The foregoing repreſentation of the ſtate of this government will, I hope, ſatisfy you of the 
difficulty in collecting the revenues. A very ſtrong military force will be required to preſerve 
the country in peace. The number for which funds are at preſent allotted would, in my 
opinion, amply fuffice, if it exiſted; but I ſuppoſe not two thirds of the men kept upon the 
books are actually entertained. The diſcipline and proper application of this force will become a 
matter of ſerious conſideration: I do not mean to propoſe, they ſhould be put under the com- 
mand of Pritiſh officers, as a very extraordinaay expence would attend that meaſure; and I do 
not think the ſervice of the collections would be ſo well executed. The troops now in the Vi- 
zier's fervice are ill paid and ill appointed, not owing to the want of means; as I think, when ! 
hall forward you the ſtatements I have been ſo long endeavouring to complete, you will judge 
them̃ adequate to every ſervice, if not diffipated and ſquandered away, The evil originates in the 
want of checks upon the diſburſements to the army, of proper officers. and commiliaries to fee .

'Ehe' 
acting miniſter aſſerts, that the ſum of forty-nine lacks was laſt year appropriated to the Vizier's 
expences. Out of this were paid not only the charges of his houſehold, but part of the allow- * 
ances to his Excellency's relations, compenſations to perſons whoſe jagheers were reſumed, and 
alſo penſions to the dependants of the Vizier's family, many of which originated in the reign of 
the late Nabob Suja ul Dowla.

Almaſs Ally Cawn has ever ſince my arrival profeſſed obedience, but his conduct is in direct 
contradiction. In one inſtance, I was under the neceſſity of obtaining orders from the Vizier to 
direct his rendering juſtice to a man who had been oppreſſed; one motive for my interference was 
to makea trial of his diſpoſition, He refuſed compliance, and none of his naibs will obey any 
injunction. unleſs it is accompanied by a counter order from him. Colonel Sir John Cumming 
tranſmitted the Vizier's ſhoka to Almaſs, on the fubjeCt of the interruption of the dawks, infor- 

mation of wh'ch I communicated to you, under date the zd inſtant, - I be encloſed letter will in- 
form you of the reſult of Colonel Cumming's inquiry; that Almaſs's people were the offenders. 
He has not taken any ſteps towards puniſhing them, or even anſwered the Vizier. The matter 
remains in the ſame ſtate for the preſent. Almaſs is now in Jagdiſpore, employed in ſettling that 
diſtrict, He has been left to follow his own meafures in the management of his affairs; and 
without any intimation of his attendance being neceſſary at Lucknow, his vakeel almoſt daily re- 
preſents to me that he will certainly come; as ſoon as he can conclude the buſineſs in which he 
is engaged, I then propoſe queſtioning him about the interruption of the dawks, and ſhall en- 
deavour to make him give ſatisfaction on this head, which it is probable he will evade doing. 
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I am employed in tracing the connection Almaſs Ally Cawn's people may have with the per- 
ſons about this Court, and I entertain great hopes that a part of his troops may leave him, on the 
declaration of the V izier's determination to diſmiſs him from his employ ments. 


The call of aſſiſtance for the Honourahle Company's troops will be proportionable to the ſucceſs 
I may meet with in this point; and I have at this early period aſked your inſtructions, that I may 
be fully informed of the means granted me te diſcharge my duty. It would he an imprudent - 
meaſure to attempt the reduction of Almaſs Ally Cawn's power, until proper perſons may be, upon 
his diſmiſſion, prepared to take immediate charge of his diſtricts ak troops upon the ſpot, to 
ſupport their authority.

1 now beg leave to inform you of my tranſactions in the execution of your orders relative if ; 

the inſtitution of pyblic offices, I have met with great oppoſition ; but as your commauds left 

me no diſc+etion; and a ſtrict obedience became my. indiſpenſable duty, I deterred addreſſing you 


until I could ſtate the matter in a clear point of view. 


The funds allotted for the Vizier's perſonal expences were àdminiſtered in a moſt ſhameful 
manner; for notwithſtanding the large ſums hitherto appropriated on this account, you will 
doubtleſs have been adviſed, from the report of every individual who has reſided in this country, 
as well as from my communications to you, of the diftreſs in the Vizier's houſehold, particular 
departments having been left totally unprovided for, and the fervants kept many months in 


arrears. In my opinion thirty-two lacks, the ſum fixed at his Excelleney's particular requeſt, | 
is much more than can be fairly expended ; but it was urged to me, that the reſumption of the 


jaghyrs, and reduction of penfions, might caufe great diftreſs; and it would be pleafing to the 
Vizier to have the means of providing for part of his family and dependents intruſted to his own 
bounty; and further, that forty nine Jacks had laſt year been left at his Excelleney's diſpofal, 


and the difference, amounting to ſeventeen lacks, was in itſelf a confiderable reduction. 


Thad furniſhed Hyder Beg Cawn above two months ſinee with the plans, and entertained 
hopes that by his addrefs and influence with the Vizier I might avoid the oppofition' that a 
public declaration of your intentions would create. Above a month elapſed, during which time 
no progreſs was made in the buſineſs. e 1 8130 | ras RT Pu og,” 

The fact is, whilſt the revenues were managed 8 by Hyder Beg Cawn, he held in his 
own perſon the offices of collection aud treaſury, The Vizier was, on all occaſions, compelled 


to apply to him for the daily fupply of the current diſburſement: of his houſehold, The Nabob 
had thus become entirely dependent upon his miniſter; and a dangerous influence was aſſumed 


over his Excellency's mind. He was compelled to ſpeak the ſentiments of his miniſter, or ex- 
paſed to the danger of having his income withheld. Hyder Beg Cawn diſclaims holding any 

controul in theſe matters; but this is an aſſertion without proof, as I may fafely. affirm that 
he has hitherto had the entire diſpoſal of the Viaier's treaſure . 


Had the immenſe ſums approptiated to the Vizier's perſonal expences heen applied to any uſeful 
public ſervice, either in a proviſion for his family, in penſions to deſerving ſexvanis of the goxern-. 
ment, or to the pay of any part of the army, I ſhould not be ſo anxious to repreſent the neceſſity 
of a reform. The whole is diſſipated among the Orderlies, a ſet of men of lowbirth; and no 
pretenſions, who are a burthen to the ſtate, living in affluence, whilſt the army, and every 
uſeful members of ſeciety, are left in want of the neceſſaries of life. A ſtriking inſtance of the 
peculation that exiſts in the Vizier's perſonal expences has occurred within theſe few days in 
Jao Lall, the ſuperintendant of his buildings, who has promiſed a payment of ſixty-three 
thouſand rupees to the Vizier for frauds committed in his ohe. His Excellency at this time 
employed in a ſcrutiny of a fimilar nature into the accounts of every ſuperintendant of the 
different departments, from each of whom he will moſt probably exact reſtitution —and, as

I was told by Hyder Beg Cawn the Vizier peremptorily rejected my propoſitions, pleading

Excellency ſelected to convey his ſentiments to me. Hyder Beg Cawn charges me with employ- 
ing agents with the Vizier, which cauſed the loſs of his authority, and occaſioned kis failure 
in the points | hadrecommended. I returned anſwers to all his Excellency's meſſages, but I never 
employed any perſons on my own behalf. The ſubſtance of my repreſentations was uniformly 
the ſame, that I only had in view the proſperity off his: affaits, mhich-con kd: not{ be effected by 
any other means than eſtabliſhing regularity in the adminiſtration of his finances, and in this [ 
would conſult his pleaſure.

I madg a very fair trial of Hyder Beg Cawn's diſpoſition. The plan of your new ſyſtem was 
Jeft upwards of a month in his poſſeſſion, without my once touching vpon the ſubje& with the 
Vizier, during which time he amuſed me with daily hopes of obtaining his Excellency's appro- 
bation. When I at length experienced! his diſinclination to move in the buſineſe, my only 
alternative Was to inſiſt on a compliance, which ſuggeſted the idea of Hyder Beg Cawn, that 
he had loſt his influence, of which he took advantage to make excuſes for further delays. It 
was his advice to me to hold very peremptory language to the Vizier i but this I declined, as I 
dic not chufe to incur His Excellency's diſpleaſure, and'thus eſtabliſh a confidence in Hyder 
Beg Cawn's attachment upon the ruin of my own influence, I was directed, and my own in- 
clination prompted me, to treat the Nabob with the higheſt refpect His diſpoſition was well 


known to me; and I was ſenſible, if it ſhould be neceffary, that I could conduct the buſineſs 


without agents or mediators. ,.1. wiſhed. the act might appear voluntary on the part of the 


Vizier, and his confequence and authority be preſerved entire in the eyes of the natives. The 
tat in my opinion is, that Hyder Beg Cawn, ſenſible the inſtitution of offices will check and 


controul his conduct, has purpoſely. protracted the buſineſs, in the hope that an appeal to you 


might move a change.

<« or the Miniſter be at the abſolute devotion of the Reſident :? and as the Vizier is confeſſedly 
under the influence of his Miniſter, who can never conſider that influence complete while the 
Reſident has the power to check it; and as the Reſident is now under heavy accuſations, probably 
for a neceſſary exerciſe of that power; ſo it is evident that the authority of our Government will 
ſtand in ſuſpenſe, if it is not rendered ineffectual at the Court of Oude, during theſe contentious 
between the acting Miniſter and our Reſident. . | 


The ſeaſon of the collections in the upper provinces, and the particular ſituation of this Go- 
vernment at preſent, being in deep arrears to the army, with an empty treaſury, and no proſpect 
of reſources Ben months to come, unleſs from Oude, render any counteraction to the influ- 
ence of our Government in that quarter full of public conſequences. tot 

To counteract thoſe conſe ences, and to remove all poſſible grounds of miſconception between

In the letter of the Vizier and of the Miniſter, two parts are ſolicited; not only the recall of 
the Reſident and his deputy, but what they ſtate a diſcretional power to the Vizier over his own 
country, and the monies to be paid to the Company; promiſing, at the ſame time, that if ſuch a 
power is granted, they will pay the Company's claims regularly and fullx. | 


I much, for this is not a time for motiving ſuch an experiment—and here I would wiſh to ob-

I have peruſed the ſeveral letters and papers tranſmitted by the Nabob Vizier, and his Miniſter 
Hyder Beg Cawn, to the Governor General, and compared the ſame, both with the inſtructions 
given to Mr. Briſtow, and likewiſe with his letters to the Governor General on the ſubjects 
which gave riſe to the complaints made by the Nabob Vizier and his Miniſter. | 


From theſe letters Mr. Briſtow, I think, appears not to haye been deficient in attention to the 


: inſtructions delivered to him by the Governor General; but on the contrary has given, from 


time to time, very full information on the different points which he was particularly directed to 
examine and explain, IT Og Bs | 

The Vizier, it is true, brings to his charge the appointment of a Sezawal to Furruckabad, 
eontrary to his inclinations; and although in this inſtance the Reſident has not acted in confor- 


mity with the Governor Generaps inſtructions, yet the urgent neceſſity which impelled him to 
this meaſure. has been repreſented to the Board in terms which would ſeem to juſtify his deviation 


from them. 


The next and principal ground of complaint ftated by the Vizier is the appointment of a Trea- 


farer and Comptroller, by the Refident, of his own chuſing, to receive the amount appropriated 
to the Vizier's houſehold expences, and to ſuperintend the diſburfement of the ſame. It does not 
appear, by the Reſident's letter of the 4th March, that he has carried his interference in this 
matter fo far as is here repreſented. He tells the Nabob, that it is the Governor General's with 
his income ſhould be at his own diſpofal; and though he recommends Tipper Chund for the office 
of Treaſurer to the Vizier's houſehold, yet when this recommendation is rejected by the Nabob, 


the Reſident declares his perfeCt indifference as to the perſon who ſhall be appointed, but ſtrongly 
urges the Nabob to make choice of a proper officer for that department. Indeed the repreſenta- 


tions of the Vizier and his Miniſter, and of our Reſident upon this ſubject, are ſo very different, 
that I feet myſelf at a loſs to give a decided opinion on Mr. Briſtow's conduct in this buſineſs. The 
Board, I think, ſhould immediately determine whether it is neceffary for the Nabob to eſtabliſh 
ſuch an office, and in that caſe to direct Mr, Briſtow not to interfere in the recommendation or 
appointment of the perſon who is to be put in charge of it, | | 1 285 


The Naboh Vizier and his Miniſter, in the courfe of their correſpondence with the Governor 
General, accuſe Mr. Briſtow, not only of treating the Nabob with di ireſpect, hut even with in- 
dignity ; it muſt, however, be remembered, that while the former cloſes his addreſs with a hope, 


which he has long cheriſhed, of being relieved from the reſidence of any perſon on the part of this 


Government at his Court, the latter concludes with a requeſt to be confirmed in the appointment 


which henow holds, of Minifter to the Vizier, and to be entruſted with the management of the 


Company's concerns with him. It is but reaſonable, therefore, to fuppoſe, that the repreſenta- 
tions againſt Mr. Briſtow are, from thefe circumſtances, rather overcharged. Upon the whole, 


I am of opinion. that it will be proper for this Board to afford the Reſident an opportunity of re- 
plying more fully to the charges brought againſt him by the Nabob- and his Minifter, before they 


finally decide upon the propriety or validity of thoſe charges.

| The ſituation of affairs here, from the behaviour and conduR of Mr. Briſtow, I formerly te- 
preſented to you; what has ſi nee occurred is as follows: n OM . 


His Highneſs laſt year appointed Mouluvvi Mubeen, a man learned in the laws, to preſide 
over the Court of Adalut, and from that period all ſuits between contending parties have been 
determined hy bim agreeably to the Shurraz and the dairy of ſuch ſuits and deciſions thereon 
by him is forthcoming, To eſtabliſh his authority over every department of government, and 
to annihilate that of his Highneſs, are the objects of Mr. Briſtow: He has appointed Mr, 
Cooper Dawrogeth of the Adaulet, and Mr. Cooper, with the authority of a ſuperior lord ar 
maſter, has wrote his awards, or duſtkhut on the petitions of complainants, ſuch as concerned 
the Aumils, to execute to them, and ſuch as belonged to the city of Lucknow, to the Vizier; 
and theſe petitions, thus ſuperſcribed by him, he ſent to me, directing me to cauſe the ſeal of 
the Navvaub ta be affixed to them, I anſwered, that I would repreſent the matter to his 
Highneſs. I reprefented it accordingly, and ſhewed him the petitions ſuperſcribed by Mr. 
Coopet: His Highneſs faid, that they were evidently the inſtruments of his diſhonour, and of 
the extindtion of his authority; inaſmuch as he had ſuperſcribed the petitions of the country 
complainants with his duſtkhut, directed to the Aumils, and thoſe of the inhabitants of the city 
to him, as if he were the cutwal of the city of Lucknow, and that he would never ſubmit to it: 
Deſiring that theſe circumſtances might be written to yoy, that whataver might be your pleaſure in 
his behalf, you might ad agreeably thereto, I waited on Mr, Briſtow, but did not inform him 
of my repreſentation to the Vizier; I only told him that ſuch petitions, fo ſuperſcribed with the 
duſtkhut of Mr, Cooper, had been received, and that Mr. Cooper had required the Nuvyaub's 
ſeal to be affixed to them; adding, that if he had ordered me ſo to do, I would repreſent the 
buſineſs to the Nuvvaub. He replied, that it was not in fact neceſſary to inform the Vizier ; 
whenevet he ſhould ſettle and arrange the plan of the Adalut, I might repreſent it to him. 
After this he aſked me if I had received any intelligence from Calcutta: replied in the negative. 
He then ſpoke of affairs in Europe, that the Governor General, and other Gentlemen of the 
Council, were diſmiſſed; and he then proceded to reflect on your conduch in ſuch a manner, 
that neither at the time had I the power to endure his reflections, nor have I now the heart or 
the hand to write them. I ſaid, on this eecaſion, what my tongue enabled me to ſay, reſpecting 
your qualities; obſerving, that owing to your appearances were ſupported and kept up towards 
the Chiefs of Hindoſtan : and that if, which God forbid, you ſhould go to Europe, even thoſs 
appearances would remain no longer, and that a world would be involved in ruin. Mr. Briſtow 
was offended at this obſervation; he faid, that he had not ſpoke of the Governor, but at the 
time when he was diſmiſſed, if he had not been difmiſſed he would not have mentioned theſe 
things. He then proceeded to ſay, that in the ſame manner as the government at Calcutta had 
been new modelled, in the fame manner the government here ſhould be new modelled; adding, 
« Enter into engagements with me, I alſo, on my part, will give a coul Naumeh to you under 
« my hand, and we will jointly new model this government.“ I demanded to know in what 
« manner: He replied, „I will ſend ont other Aumils over the Nuvvaub's Oy | 
« Soorut Sing, the dewan of the ſurcor, is grown old, I will appoint a new dewan; I will take 
ce the dufter accounts of the revenues of % farcor mto my own hands; Iwill have the whole 
« military eſtabliſhment, by the forming of new troops, under my own authority; I will 
« appoint another treafurer, and keep the public treaſury in a ſeparate building, under the 
« charge of my own people; and J will iſſue to the Vizier in ſpecie as much as may be actually 
1 neceſſary for his expences; when I fhall require it, you ſhall advance ten or twelve lacks of 
% rupees, to defray expences, from your private property; and you muſt engage not to write 
on affairs here to Calcutta. We, Engliſh gentlemen, are all united together as one perſon, 
« and in the end it will not be well for you ſo to do. If you will enter into engagements with 
ic me agreeably to theſe conditions, ſo much the better; we will act in concert in the * 
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cc ment of affairs ; if not, I will, on the ſtrength of my own power, do as I haye declared; and 
you mult not again complain that I have deprived you of the execution of your office,” I, who 


was ſtricken dumb, and confounded by what he had faid reſpecting you, replied, that I would 


return home, and having weighed and conſidered the buſineſs would reply to every particular, 
At my two ſucceeding viſits to Mr, Briſtow, he again renewed the propoſal reſpecting the Coul 
Namee; to which I replied, that I was ſubordinate to him; that with reſpect to the manage- 
ment of the affairs of government in concert, I would, in ſubordination to him, and to the 
utmoſt of my power, fulfil his commands ; that no other engagements but thoſe of obedience 
ought to be entered into by an inferior with his ſuperior; he was offended at this anſwer. At 
this juncture his Highneſs took leave of Mr. Briſtow, and went on an excurſion to hunt. Mr. 


Cooper again ſent me a meſſage, importing that his Highneſs being - abſent from Lucknow, 1 


' ſhould affix my own ſeal to the petitions which he had ſuperſcribed, that the awards might be 
carried into execution, I waited on Mr. Briſtow, and repreſented theſe circumſtances relative 
to the execution. of the buſineſs of the Adaulet, &c.: Mr. Briſtow made me no anſwer. Two 


days after he wrote mea letter, to which I replied, I have ſent copies of both, they attend your 


peruſal. He tells me his Highneſs has no knwledge in theſe matters; that all theſe evaſions 


come from me: Mr, Cooper iſſues his duſtkhuts to the Nuvyaub, as to an Aumil, or the Cutwal | 


of the city; in addition to which he ſays, „What does the Nuvvaub know of theſe matters ?— 
% You mult enforce them without his knowledge :” His Highneſs deemed it derogatory to his 


honour, and ſubverſive of his authority, refuſes to comply.

I ſent a verbal anſwer to you, “that 


in ſuch matters your ſeal affixed to the petitions, or your perwanehs or letters directed to the 
« Aumils, would be ſufficient.“ Since then I have received no reply from you. As it does 
not certainly appear that his Highneſs's return will be ſpeedy, as the crowd of complainants is 


great, and thoſe and other affairs are at a ſtand, I therefore trouble you to write perwanehs or 


letters under your own ſeal, to the Aumils againſt whom the petitioners have exhibited com- 
plaints, that there may be no delay in the execution of neceſſary buſineſs; in caſe there ſhould

You replied, that until you had ſettled the plan of the adawlet buſineſs, it 
it would be unneceſſary to repreſent it to his Highneſs, After his Higneſs had ſet out on his 
hunting excurſion, Hooſein Attan Khawn brought me a meſlage to affix my own ſeal to them;

As by the inſtructions I received from the Honourable Governor General, ſhortly after my ap- 

pointment, negociations of the laſt importance to theſe provinces, and to the intereſts of the Com- 

pany, have been entruſted to my conduct; and as, at the ſame time, I am charged with a heavy 
reſponſibility in caſe cf failure or miſmanagement, you will not, I flatter myſelf, Gentlemen, 


deem this addreſs, however prolix, impertinently obtruded upon your attention; or be diſpleaſed 


that a narrative, dictated by truth, ſhould be delivered with freedom. 


The character of Hyder Beg Cawn, and his conduct antecedent to my appointment, were ſo 


fufly underſtood, and have been fo ably delineated by the Governor General, that no teſtimony of 

mine could illuſtrate c explain them further; but it is a duty incumbent upon me to declare, that 
during the period this Miniſter's conduct has been laſt under my obſervations,” I have diſcovered 
no favourable: change in his diſpoſition, or any one Fr plea e e or reformation ; and the 
indulgence ſhewn him by your Government has ſerved only to animate and encourage him to' a 


more determined ſyſtematic reſiſtance. '' Agreeably to the letter of my inftruCtions, I have given 


Hyder Beg Cawn repeatedly and unequivocally to underſtand that the Governor was very well 
diſpoſed to paſs over in filence the errors of the paſt, provided his future conduct ſhould-not pro- 
voke an enquiry. At the ſame time, and to facilitate the early and complete accompliſhment of 
all the great objects of my miffion, I endeavoured, by the frankeſt offers of my friendſhip and 
confidence, and by every art of perſuaſion, to engage him to unite heartily and cordially with me. 
Under theſe circumſtances, perhaps, it will not be eaſy to explain the reaſons of his contumacy ;

and I muſt, Gentlemen, ſuhmit it to your better judgment to decide, whether, it is in a miſcon- 


ſtruction of your lenity they are to be ſought, or whether, notwithſtanding my aſſurances, the 
Minifter's fears may not have ſurmounted his faith, and perſuaded him into an opinion that every 
new arrangement would probably be followed by ſome new diſcovery, and at laſt induce an inquiry 
into his conduct, which might end in his being made reſponſible in his own perſon for all the mit- 


chiefs and all the rum of his Miniſtry; or laſtly, whether his haughty ſpirit might not revolt at 


the firſt attempts to ſet bounds to an authority, which long impunity had taught him to think 
was no longer ſubject to diminution or controul. Be his motives what they may, certain it is, 
he has hitherto uniformly oppoſed every innovation, however ſalutary, with the moſt at beg 
ohſtinacy; and though his language is all humility and ſubmifhon, he has ſtill availed himſelf of 
every influence he derived from his power, his talents, and his wealth, to impede or fruſtrate my 
deſigns; never furrendering a ſingle point which he judged it of importance to.contend, however 
poſitive ard indiſpenſable commands. Thus, Gentlemen, after an ineffectual ſtruggle, far from 
ſeeing the Miniſter at my devotion, I have the mortification to find him ſtill in the character of 
a havghty rival; and I am confirmed in my opinion that the degree of aſcendancy neceſſary to 
make my ſituation at this Court reſpectable and efficient is, under the circumſtances I now ſtand 
in, not ealily attainable, As I hive been ſome time ſince convinced of the Miniſter's diſpoſition, 
it will be ptoper I ſhould explain why I did not, at an earlier period, ſolicit on this ſubject the 
interpoſition of your authority. My 'teaſons were theſe: The Governor General's own letters 
had announced to Hyder Beg the only conditions upon which he would be permitted to continue 
in office. I had alſo, by the moſt explicit declarations, Jaboured to convince him of Mr. Haſ- 
tings's unalterable determination,” and urged to him the folly and temerity of reſiſtance. I knew

reſponſibility in caſe cf failure or miſmanagement, you will not, I flatter myſelf, Gentlemen, 
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deem this addreſs, however prolix, impertinently obtruded upon your attention; or betiſpleaſed 


that a narrative, dictated by truth, ſhould be delivered with freedom. bis 
The character of Hyder Beg Cawn, and his conduct antecedent to my appointment, were fo 
fully underſtood, and have been fo ably delineated by the Governor General, that no teſtimony of 
mine could illuſtrate c explain them further; but it is a duty incumbent upon me to declare, that 
during the period this Miniſter's conduct has been laſt under my obſervations, I have diſcovered 


no favourable change in his diſpoſition, or any one ſymptom of penitence or reformation ; and the 
indulgence ſhewnhim by your Government has ſerved only to animate and encourage him to a 


more determined ſyſtematic reſiſtance. '' Agreeably to the letter of my inſtructions, I have given 


Hyder Beg Cawn repeatedly and unequivocally to underſtand that the Governor Was very well 
dilpofed to paſs over in filence the errors of the paſt, provided his future conduct ſhould-not pro- 


voke an enquiry.

- As Huffan Atta Beg has brought me a meſſage fram 
Mr. Cowper, that the Vizier's ſeal ſhould'be fixed to thoſe identical petitions, I repreſented 
ce the circumitauce to you, &c.”—not true; and he well knows he cannot produce a ſingle pe- 
tition {ſigned by me. Ihe undiſguiſed ſtate of the. caſe is this: As the petitions were referred to 
me; I had them read; and directed Huſſun Atta Beg to write upon, the face. of them ſeverally an 
order, ſuch as, had it finally reſted with me to Textle them, 1 ſhould have iſſued upon the 
occaſion, and then bade him: carry them to the miniſter ;- but I did not, as Hyder Beg Khan 
would wiſh it to be underſtood, mugiſterially direct the Vizier's zeal ſhould be affixed; on the 
contrary, as Huſſan Atta Beg has refated, I requeſted the miniſter would decide upon the pro- 
perty of my ideas, and ultimately reject or adopt them, as he ſaw-fib; and I choſe this mode of 
communicating them, rather than by letter, becauſe it was the ſimpleſt and readieſt ; to have 
written a formal addreſs upon the ſubject of each complaint, would have been endleſs: I encloſe. 
one of the petitions, it-wrll beſt illuſtrate my meaning—ſuch- were they all; and theſe are what- 
Hyder Beg, born here and throughout his correſpondence with you, ſtudioully affects to call 
petitions under. my ſignature, it is pretty evident with what intention; and really, Sir, I am 
aſhamed of him. He continues, . After his Excellency went a hunting, Huſſun Atta Beg 
brought me a:meflage-requeſting I would put my own ſeal to the petitions.” This propoſal, 
together. with ſeveral others that have ſince been offered to his choice, each deviating from the 
other, he would wiſh to have conſidered as ſo many contradictions, hoping to fix upon us an 
imputation of wavering inconſiſtency 3 and in this idea he ſeems'to triumph in his converſation 
with Huſſun Atta Beg; but neither will his logic. avail him here, ſince no ſecond propoſal was 
Von.

Soon after Mr. Middleton returned to Cawn- 
pore, and wrote to me, defiring L would ſ:nd him a liſt of the Adaulut eftabliſhment, I repre- 
ſented, in anſwer, that it was now five months, and no one ſtep had yet been taken towards an 
eſtabliſnment; that the name of a court of juſtice indeed remained, but thoſe who were to have

ſatisfaction. I attended Hyder Beg Khan in conſequence, and told him the circumſtances rela- 


tive to the fees and bribes, repieſenting at the ſame time the illegality of ſuch proceedings. He 


aſſured me it was none of his doing, and that now he had abſolutely aboliſhed. the fees, &c. 
throughout his Excellency's dominions, and that nothing of the kind would occur in future; 
he further directed me to name a ſtipend, ſuch as would enable me to appear with proper dignity; 
but this I declined, deſiring to refer it to his and Mr. Middleton's deciſion, Mr. Middleton 


afterwards propoſed to him, that my ſalary ſhould be fixed at three thouſand rupees a month, 


and that I ſhould have a palankeen, &c. but Hyder Beg refuſed his afſent. Mr, Middleton then 


informed me of his propoſal, with the miniſter's rejection of it.

Molovy Mowhine this day gave me to underftand, that contrary to the intentions J had ex- 
preſſed in the letter I had the hanour to addreſs you the day before yeſterday, that you had direct- 
cd him in harſh la1guage to commence upon. the adminiſtration of juſtice in the Burradarry; you 
accuſed him of being the author of the information | had received on that head. as alſo of repre- 
ſenting to me that he had not been inveſted with any authority. The Molovy is greatly alarmed 
at your treatment of him, and has again repreſented his fears and apprehenſions to me. In your 
letter of the 26th, you promiſe to apply to his Excellency concerning a houle; this is the 29th, 

and in breach of your promiſe you hold ſuch extraordinary language to the Molovy as excites my

The truth is, that ſeveral people have both written and ſent meſſages to me, ſetting forth their 
q dread of viſiting me on your account. A few days ſince you publicly afferted, before a large 
company, that whoever viſited a certain prrſon, meaning the Reſident, ſhould feel the conſe- 
quences. .

As you are conſidered to be the Honourable Company's dependant, it is my opinion that you 
have been very deficient in your duty and attachment to the Honourable the Governor General, 
in expreſſing your ſentiments ſo haughtily to Molovy Mowbine, and in diſcouraging people from 
viliting me, I flatter myſelf, that in the execution of the Honourable Company's buſineſs, and 


for the benefit of his Excellency's affairs, I ſhall on every occaſion receive your hearty ſupport: 
and that ihe dependants and well-wiſhers of both Governments will unite in teſtifying their eeal 
and fidelity. I have uniformly made my repreſentations to his Excellency through you; and I 
Have ttritly adhered to wy inſtructions in all tranfactions: Touching the Fouſdarry Addalut, I 
have only in view the good of humanity, and the bringing to condign puniſhment thieves and 
murderers.

TRANSLATION of a Letter from Hyder Beg Cawn, in anſwer. 


1 have been favoured with your letter, and am much aſtoniſhed at its contents. Not withſtand- 
ing I give regular attendance, yon liſten to miſrepreſentations, without aſcertaining the truth, and 
charge me with blame: under ſuch circumſtances it is impoſſible for me to do my duty; in this 
manner blame has been injuriouſly thrown upon me. I only enquired of the Molovy concerning 
bis repreſentations, in order to prove to you that [ had diſcharged my duty, and upon that ground 
plead my defence, as the circumſtancs alledged againſt me were ill-founded. _ . 
You have informed me that, inſtead of a houſe I ordered a tent for the Addalut; thus eſtabliſn- 
ing a charge of folly againſt me. My reaſons for propoſing a tent, I yeſterday explained to you; 

ou ordered a houfe to be given to the Molovy, whilſt his Excellency was upon a hunting party. 

he Molovy ſent me a meſſage that his own houſe was too ſmall, and it would be well if ſome* 
other were granted him, I returned for anſwer, that I had applied to the Vizier, and recom- 
_ © mended to the Molovy to pitch a tent for two or four days near his preſent habitation, unti: 1 
* might receive his Excellency's orders.” Theſe words were repreſented to you, as if | had not 
exerted my endeavours. I could never propoſe that a court of juſtice ſhould be held in a tent in 
the city, When his Excellency thought proper to grant a houſe, the Molovy i:tformed me, that 
Mr. Cowper had directed him to furniſh him with a plan of it. I ordered the Molovy to 50 and 
ſee the houſe; and he reported, that it was large, and fit for the purpoſe. He ſaid, he thou'd _ 
hold his Court in it on the 1ſt of ſemmad ul Sany, which was a lucky day; and he further o 
ſerved, there was another apartment adjoining to it, if that alſo were granted him it would be 
better. I promiſed he ſhould have it, e it was the Duan's cutcherry. This too has been 
repreſented to you as a neglect of my duty, and as if I wiſhed to allot two rooms for the Court 
of Juſtice, I enquired of the Molovy concerning the fact; and he informed me, that © the build- 
ing was extenſive, and he would begin to hold his court on the iſt of ſemmad ul Sany.“ I made 
theſe enquiries to relieve myſelf from blame in a matter in which I do not deſerve it. I have en- 
deavoured to ſatisfy the Molovy by every means in my power. He long ſince aſked me, if a pe: 
{on be convicted of a crime deſerving corporal puniſhment, whether he ſhould proceed © acco. d- 
ing to the rigour of the Mahommedan law?“ 1 replied, that he ought, doubtleſs, to execute 
puniſhment agreeable to the precepts of the Khoran ; and that I ſhould conſider myſelf ſubject to 
the juriſdiction of the Court: Pleaſe to examine the Molovy upon oath concerning theſe facts. 
His Excellency has, out of favour, thought proper to aſſure Molovy Mowbine of his protection. 
Do me juſtice in this buſineſs, and anſwer me candidly, how I can. be any way to blame. T ſhall 
comply with your orders, by applying this day to his Excellency for a ſeparate houſe, and com-

municate his pleaſure to you. 


In anſwer to your aſſertion, that I intimidate people from coming to viſit you, it is incumbent 
on you to enquire into the truth, I am always obedient to your commands, and attend yotir 
pleaſure; how could I then intimidate people from viſiting you? Let the perſons who aſſert ſuch. 
tories be confronted with me. For theſe fix years I have invariably diſcharged my duty, and 
executed every order the Engliſh gentlemen have given me, and have never been guilty of any 
crime. I am ignorant how people now repreſent my conduct to you. Notwithſtanding my ſenſe 
of ſubmiſhon, obedience, and attachanent, have led me to tranſact affairs by your orders, con-

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trary to his Excellency's pleaſure, you, in theſe affairs, even charge me with blame, at the inſti- 
gation of ill-intentioned perſons, and never take the trouble to enquire into the truth. How can 
I. who am ſubordinate to you, live on ſuch terms? Be pleaſed to give permiſſion, that I may re- 
main night and day among your attendants, To the beſt of my knowledge, I have, with my 


life, ever ſhewn the moſt implicit obedience to your orders. I claim no merit, except what you

In conſequence of orders Molovy Mowbine received from you, he has juſt been to wait upon 
me. He ſays, that you have directed him not to hold the Court of Juſtice.in his Excellency's

T have been honoured with your letter concerning the Fouſdarry Addalut. Molovy Mowbine 
will, doubtleſs, from neceſſit y, aſſent before you to any propoſition you may make him. He 
does it out of reſpect to your ſtation, and from a conviction that you are not diſpoſed to aſſiſt in 
the eſtabliſhment of a Court of Juſtice. After his fears have been excited by harſh language, he 
can follow no other line of conduct; out of regard to the Molovy, I directed him not in any re- 

ſpect to deviate from your pleaſure; but report his proceedings to me, that I might in a mild way 
converſe upon the ſubject with you, when I was fully convinced you evaded compliance: After a 
long period, inſtead of allotting a proper houſe, you firft granted a tent, and then two rooms in 
the palace, in a ſituatien where it was impoſſible to tranſact the buſineſs. You left me no alterna- 
tive, and I was compelled to expreſs my true ſenſe of your conduct. The fact is, that ever ſince 
my arrival I have urged thit matter of the Fouſdarry Addalut: you have uniformly profeſſed obe- 
dience, but nothing has been done. The firſt point to be ſettled (the granting a houſe) is ſtill diſ- 
puted; it is giving both of us unneceſſary trouble to prove facts of notoriety, - which are clear as 
the ſun at noon-day. I beg leavè to require a categorical anſwer of you, whether you will allot a 
proper houſe for the Court of Juſtice in the city, or whether it be your intention to evade com- 
pliance, as you have heretofore done?

COPY of a Letter from Molovy Mowbine, to Mr. Briſtow. 


As you have taken me under your protection, by the grace of God the buſineſs will be now gc- 
compliſhed. ' I have no leifure to ſtate at length my forlorn ſituation; be fo obliging as to arte id 
one moment to a ſketch of it. I was employed in my ſchool—] ſought no ſtation—but | was de- 
ceived by the people here, who aſſured me, they had all confidence in my integrity, learning, and 
talents, and requeſted that I would pr :fide at the Adaulut it was their intention to inſtitute, to 


the end that oppreſſion might ceaſe, and every man obtain juſtice, My ohjections were ſoill re- 


ceived, that I was at laſt obliged to ſubmit. In a few days they appointed me a deputy of their 
own, who began to collect the one fourth fee, and to oppreſs the people. So ſoon as I came to 
the knowledge of this proceedure I relinquiſhed the appointment. Then they faid to me, We 
c have put an end to bribery and oppreſſion; we will iffue the pay of your eſtabliſhment from the 
„ Exchequer, and conform to all your wiſhes.” Four months elapſed, and they did nothing, 
and the court diſſolved. Mr. Johnftone fent for me, and directed that I ſhould receive the ap- 
point ment at his hands, I replied, that if ſuch was the will of the Governor aml Council, I was 
content. Mr. Johnſtone promiſed to addrefs them on the fubject. Afterwards Nr, Middleton 
wrote to me twice; and ſent for me, and ſhewed me a thouſand civilities, and told me he would 
cauſe a falary of three thouſand rupees a month to te iſſued to me from the Exchequer, together 
with a jehauldar palankeen. The miniſters here would not confent to it, and began to indicate a 
bad opinion of me, and to act with enmity towards me; faying, © Wherefore did you attach 
yourfelf to the Engliſh?” As ſoon as they heard the report of your coming, he intreated me, 
laying, © Adminiſter juſtice in our way, and pay no viſit to the Reſident, and we will be kind 
to you;” but I, who knew they would again oppreſs me, would by no means conient, — 
But now that you have taken me under your protection, if ſuch is the pleaſure of the Governor 
General and Council, I do ſubſcribe to it with all my ſoul. I am devoted to you, and ready to 
_ obey all your commands; but your ſupport is neceſſary to me. The Durbar is an objection to 
my waiting upon you in the morning; add to which, J am in fear of theſe people: their hatred 
will increaſe.

Immediately upon your arrival found the diſpoſition of Hyder Beg Cawn: His eonduct has 
for lome time paſt been highly reproachable. Till within theſs three months, when Mr. John- 
None aſſumed a large portioh'of his authority, he poſſeſſed without controul both the unpartici- 
pated and entire adminiſtration, with all the powers annexed to that government, the Nabob 
himſelf being, as he ever-matt be in the hands of ſome perſon, a mere eypher in his; and the 
ſanction by which he exerciſed his authority; yet he has dared to uſe both the Nabob's name, and 
even his ſeal affixed to letters, either dictated to the Nabob, or written for him without his know- 
ledge, containing very Improper demands on our government, and ſuch as evidently tended to 
promote Hyder Beg's influence and intereſt; and even to make him aſſume a very unbecoming 
tone of refuſal, reproach, and reſentment, in oppoſition to meaſures, recommended by ine, and 
even to acts done by my authority, in literal conformity to the Nabob's own and earneſt ſolici- 
tations, ſuch as the reſumption of the jaghyres, and the ſeizure of his father's treaſure, which 
had been ſo long ſuffered to remain in the hands of the Begum his mother, and the other condi- 
tions of the engagement exacted from me at Chunar. On every occaſion of this kind the late Re- 
ſident has been the faithful echo and ſappefrt of the miniſter's pretenſions. I muſt, therefore, 
have recourſe to you for the introduction of a new ſyſtem in that government; nor can I omit, 
while I expreſs my reliance upon you for this purpoſe, to repeat the ſentiments which I expreſſed 
in the verbal inſtructions which I gave you at your departure, © That there can be no medium 
c between the Reſident and the miniſter ; the Reſident mult either be the ſlave and vaſſal of the 
ce miniſter, or the miniſter at the abſolute devotion of the Reſident.” Much as I am diſpleaſed 
at the conduct of the miniſter, I impute it more to the ſufferance of Mr. Middleton than to him- 
ſelf; and if he will ſubmit to hold his office on ſuch conditions as I require, I would certainly 
prefer him to any man who could be nominated to his office, becauſe he poſſeſſes abilities, and a 
knowledge of buſineſs ; he exiſts by a dependance on the influence of our government ; and above 
all, becauſe a change bf adminiſtration in a government ſ6, lebſe at that of Qwde, where all the 
parts of it are held together by the exertion of actual power, and not by the ſprings of an eſtab- 
liſhed conſtitution, would be unavoidably productive of confuſion and loſs of revenue. There- 
fore it may be adviſeable to try him by the mode of conciliation in your firſt converſation with 
him, at the ſame time that it will be neceſſary to declare to him, in the plaineſt terms, the foot - 
ing and conditions on which he ſhall be permitted to retain his place, with the alternative of diſ- 
miſſion, and a ſcrutiny into his paſt conduct, if he refuſes it. In the firſt place Iwill not receive 
from the Nabob, as his, letters dictated by the ſpirit of oppoſition, but ſhall conſider every ſuch 
attempt as the miniſter's, and as an inſult on our government. In the ſecond place, I ſhall ex- 
pect that nothing is done in his official character but with your knowledge and participation. At 
the ſame time the firſt ſhare of the reſponſibility will reſt with you ; the other conditions will 
follow diſtinctly in their places, becauſe J conſider you as reſponſible for them.
